Anger grows as County Hall 
accused of putting finance 
before the rights of adults 

with learning disabilities

“HARMFUL” changes to adult social 
services in Kent have left hundreds 
of people with learning disabilities 
and those who work closely with 
them angry and disappointed. 

Kent County Council has been accused of 
putting finances over its obligations to the 
Government’s programme to improve the 
rights, choices and independence of people 
with learning disabilities. 

The authority said it is restructuring its 
adult social services department but the 
changes will not impact on ‘direct services’. 

KCC supports around 2,000 adults with 
learning disabilities across the county. 

Steven Chapman, co-chair of the Kent 
Partnership Board, which is made up of people 
with learning disabilities and influential peo¬ 
ple who work in the field, said: “If it was money 
coming off housing or something it would be 
different - people would be shouting out. 

“Because it is people with learning disabili¬ 
ties they think it is alright. Unfortunately, as 
Oliver Mills found out at the meeting, people 
do care and do understand.” 

Oliver Mills, director of Kent Adult Social 
Services (KASS), held a meeting last week to 
explain the changes and answer questions 
from the 100-strong audience. 

The partnership board sent a letter to Mr 
Mills, which expressed concerns over the 
restructure, on Wednesday. 

It included a quote from the Government’s 


learning disability programme, Valuing People 
Now, to explain the board’s anger over KCC’s 
changes: “The Government does expect other 
bodies - in particular local government and the 
NHS - to consult with partnership boards as 
their main source of information when plan¬ 
ning and taking decisions that affect the lives 
of people with learning disabilities.” 

According to the charity Mencap, a person 
with a learning disability finds it harder to 
learn, understand and communicate. There are 
associated conditions and many people with 
cerebral palsy also have a learning disability, 
about 30 per cent of people with a learning dis¬ 
ability also have epilepsy and people with 
autism often have a learning disability. 

All people with Down’s syndrome have some 
degree of a learning disability. 

Chris Dillon, a board member, told Kent on 
Sunday: “They are taking control. It is like 
they are scared that people are getting too 
powerful and confident.” 

Mr Mills said the authority would take the 
comments in the letter “very seriously indeed”. 


“I met with the board to hear their views and 
answer questions,” he said. 

“We have to follow legal requirements when 
proposing changes to the management struc¬ 
ture which means consulting with staff first 
before sharing the proposal more widely.” 

While ‘direct services’ may not be affected by 
the changes when management jobs are cut in 
the reshuffle, the way in which people 
with learning disabilities and those that work 
closely with them communicate with KCC will 
be changed. At the moment there are 12 dis¬ 
trict partnership groups that report to and sit 
on the partnership board. KASS wants to 
halve that number, a change that many see 
having a negative impact that will lead to 
fewer people getting their voices heard. 

“These changes are going to be really harm¬ 
ful,” Ms Dillon said. “Oliver Mills is so high up 
and they do not understand the progress and 
see what people with disabilities can do and 
achieve now.” 

The strategic development team at KCC has 
been overseeing the work of the board and of 


the district groups as well as working with proj¬ 
ects in the community since 2001 to make sure 
that Valuing People Now happens in Kent. 

The team will no longer exist after the 
restructuring. 

Des Sowerby, its director is taking ‘voluntary’ 
redundancy, he said: “I am hurt and amazed. It 
feels like a nonsense and they have come up 
with these proposals which are undermining 
the work we have been doing for years.” 

Mr Sowerby said people were angry because 
the reorganisation was being imposed too 
quickly. 

He said: “I’ve been pressing to say we have 
got to get ourselves ready for Valuing People 
Now and making sure we start employing 
more people with learning disabilities and 
building up people’s knowledge, but I have 
been held back because of this and we are not 
going to be ready. 

“They [KCC] have resorted to the old-fash¬ 
ioned way with a bunch of managers produc¬ 
ing a plan when we have spent years saying 
we will do away with it so I understand why 
they are angry. It is like gratuitous violence - 
they do not have to do it this way.” 

He added: “People realise the world has to 
move and change, but what they are saying is 
that it is not okay for the big cheeses at KCC 
to dictate it.” 

KASS director Mr Mills added: “As part of 
this consultation we will continue listening 
and working with the partnership board and 
others when looking at the proposals. There is 
no intention in rushing through the process. 

“The focus of the proposals is not to save 
money but to enable people with learning dis¬ 
abilities to decide how they want both district 
partnership boards [groups] and the Kent 
partnership board to be supported.”

A CHRISTMAS drink and drug¬ 
driving campaign has resulted in 
more than 140 motorists being 
arrested on Kent’s roads. 

Since the beginning of the scheme, which 
started on December 1, four people have 
been killed in accidents and a further five 
seriously injured. 

This week police highlighted a number of 
recent convictions to help drive home the 
message that motorists should take care 
behind the wheel, no matter what time of 
year it is. 

One conviction was of Irishman Stephen 
O’Reilly who was jailed for nine years on 
Tuesday for causing the death of a 52-year- 
old man in a collision on the M2, near 
Sittingboume. 

O’Reilly was travelling at more than 
llOmph immediately before the crash and 
was also drinking beer. 

Insp Paul Sellwood described him as a

“career criminal” who had already received 
a lifetime driving ban in Ireland. 

He said: ‘This case acts as a stark reminder 
to any motorist who kills somebody when 
driving in a dangerous manner in Kent. 

“When you get behind the wheel of a car 
you have a responsibility to yourself, your 
family and other road users. 

“The loss of a loved one over the 
Christmas period is felt even more keenly 
than at other times of the year and that 
degree of responsibility should never be 
underestimated. When it is, the courts 
clearly take a dim view.” 

In a separate case, 30-year-old motor¬ 
cyclist Ross Humphreys was banned for 
three years and ordered to pay a total of 
£1,500 for being over the limit when he 
crashed his bike in May last year. His pas¬ 


senger, who was not wearing a helmet, died. 

Insp Sellwood said: “This tragic case 
proves there is no safe limit. Modem scien¬ 
tific methods can easily calculate intoxica¬ 
tion levels back to the time of the collision. 

“The best and only advice we can give is 
don’t drink at all. If you do, make alterna¬ 
tive arrangements to get home. 

“Humphreys now has to live with the ter¬ 
rible knowledge that he’s responsible for 
the death of his best friend and he’s unable 
to drive for three years. 

“This will affect virtually every aspect of 
his working and personal life.” 

Police also highlighted a case that did not 
involve drink or drugs, but did involve care¬ 
less driving and serious injury being caused 
to two police officers. 

Lee Staples, 27, was unable to explain 
why he crashed into a marked patrol car 
that was parked on the hard shoulder of the 
M2, in April. 

He was disqualified for a year.

Church to go solo? 

THE Archbishop of Canterbury has claimed it 
would “not be the end of the world” if the 
Church of England was disestablished. 

Dr Rowan Williams, who is the Church’s 
most senior figure, told the New Statesman he 
felt there was a “certain integrity” to a church 
that was free from state sanctions. 

However, he also said disestablishment 
should only occur for the right reasons. 

Dr Williams said: “I think the motives that 
would now drive disestablishment from the 
state side would be mostly to do with trying to 
push religion into the private sphere, and 
that’s the point where I think I’d be bloody- 
minded and say, Well, not on that basis’.”

Counterfeit seizure 

A CHRISTMAS crackdown by Kent Trading 
Standards officers led to the seizure of more 
than 2,000 potentially dangerous toys. 

They formed part of a larger haul of nearly 
4,500 counterfeit items that also included 
clothing and footwear. 

Officers seized the goods during raids at five 
premises in Dartford and Snodland last week, 
with stock also taken from people using online 
auction sites from properties in Thanet and 
Romney Marsh. 

The seized toys are currently being safety-test¬ 
ed, with the alleged offenders being dealt with 
on suspicion of the sale of counterfeit goods.

Officials now deny they were tricked, but 
there will be no confusion when the Quo 
visit Kent next year as part of the Forestry 
Commission’s summer concert season. 

They will play at Bedgebury National 
Pinetum and Forest, near Goudhurst, on 
Saturday, June 6. 

Speaking exclusively to Kent on Sunday, 
Rossi confirmed that fans who attend the gig 
will receive the real deal. 

He said: “Our fans in Kent can be assured 
it will be 100 per cent me live on stage at 
Bedgebury Pinetum next summer and not 
the impersonator that recently attended a 
function in Dover. 

‘We played to three sold-out forest shows 
last year and are delighted Kent is part of 
our touring plans for 2009. It will be a happy 
return to the venue where we last performed 
to a capacity crowd in 2003.”

Packed Priestfield guaranteed 
as Gills get ready to face Villa 


THE last few hundred tickets for 
Gillingham’s FA Cup tie with Aston Villa go 
on sale today, with Priestfield set for its first 
sell-out in more than five years. 

Despite ticket prices being increased by 15 
per cent on a normal home game, the prospect 
of watching England stars Gareth Barry, 
Ashley Young and Gabriel Agbonlahor has 
seen Gills fans turn out in force. 

Supporters with season tickets or ticket 
stubs from the last two home games queued 
for more than an hour at times this week to 
get their hands on the prized tickets. 

With a busy day expected yesterday at the 
League Two club’s home game against 
Brentford, three sides of the ground have 
sold out completely. 

Only seats in the uncovered Brian Moore 
Stand remain for the game on January 4, but 
Gills chief executive Mark Jones does not 
expect many to be left when they go on gen¬ 
eral sale at 10am today. 


“I would imagine there would be some left, 
but maybe only 200 or so,” he said. ‘We are 
talking about a very small number and we’ll 
be full on the corporate side as well. 

“I’ve always thought the potential of the 
club is enormous and this shows it.” 

If Villa sell out their 1,500 allocation it will 
be the first time Priestfield will be complete¬ 
ly sold out since September, 2003, when 
11,400 crammed in to watch Gills beat West 
Ham 2-0 in Division One. 

Regardless of the result, Gills are set to 
bank at least £300,000 from the one-off game, 
which will be shown five on television. 

The figure could rise substantially if man¬ 
ager Mark Stimson could force a replay at 
Villa Park, where Gills would take home 45 
per cent of the gate. 

The club have already seen a surge in 
interest, with ticket sales for yesterday’s 
game and the visit of Wycombe Wanderers 
next Sunday higher than normal. 


Mr Webb was accompanied on his visit to 
Wembley by Miss Dover Loren Selby and 
Junior Miss Dover Jordan Sehmbi.

Report finds KCC invested £3m after alert went unheeded 


Email warning 
was missed in 


KENT County Council invested 
£3 million in a doomed Icelandic 
bank because an employee did 
not read an email warning 
against it. 

That is one of the findings in a Price- 
waterhouseCoopers (PWC) report detailing 
how and why the authority lost £50m in 
the nation’s crisis-hit banking system. 

Investment advice firm Butlers has since 
been criticised for failing to raise concerns 
about Iceland at a meeting with KCC offi¬ 
cers just a day before the email was sent, 
and for only sending it to a single member 
of staff. 

On Tuesday, finance cabinet member Cllr 
Nick Chard and director of finance Lynda 
McMullan spoke to Kent on Sunday about 
the report’s findings. 

Cllr Chard said: “We had our quarterly 
meeting with Butlers on September 29, 
when the issue with Iceland was not 
raised. 

“The following day an email was sent to a 
junior member of staff advising KCC to 
downgrade the Heritable Bank from its 
counter-party list, but he was off work that 
afternoon and did not see it. 

“The next day he came in as usual and 
made the £3m deposit with Heritable prior 
to reading the email. Prior to that, all the 
advice we received was followed. 

“Fundamentally, we did what the 
Government expected us to do and that 
was to spread our risk and deposits over 
many institutions.” 

Ms McMullan added: “The remaining 
£47m could not have been saved. All of the 
deposits were placed in accordance with 
the list Butlers had advised us on.” 

The money KCC has frozen in Icelandic 
banks is the most of any authority in the 
country. 

About £18m is being held by the UK- 
based Heritable Bank, with the remaining 
£32m split between Landsbanki and 
Glitnir. Ms McMullan said KCC was work¬ 
ing hard to recover all the money lost, but

that discussions were ongoing with the banks. 

She added: “Money in the bank used to be a 
euphemism for safety, but it’s not any more. 
Everything has been turned upside down and 
everything is different. 

“All we were doing was putting money in the 
bank. It was not our policy at all to invest in 
high-risk areas to attempt to make high 
returns.” 

KCC is expected to place less reliance on 
credit rating systems as a result of the 
Icelandic crisis, which means its relationship 
with Butlers is likely be reduced in future. 

The treasury system is also to be overhauled 
in response to the report. Emails being sent to 
several employees rather than one is reported 
to be one of the changes being implemented. 

Although the PWC report broadly clears the 
council of major mistakes over its investment 
decisions, it did suggest that in other cases offi¬ 
cers failed to keep detailed records of transac¬ 
tions that “may have resulted in addi¬ 
tional discussion around some of the 
deposits”. 

Cllr Derek Smythe, Labour’s deputy 
group leader on the county council, said: 

“This episode has raised some very seri¬ 
ous questions. There clearly needs to be

Gay killer is jailed 

A MAN who stabbed his gay lover to death 
after a heavy drinking session has been jailed 
for fom-and-a-half yems. 

Kenneth Harman, 55, from Tonbridge, was 
found guilty at Maidstone Crown Court on 
Wednesday of the manslaughter of 61-year- 
old Michael Castle. 

Harman was initially chmged with mmder, 
in February, after his partner was found dead 
on his River Medway houseboat. The trial 
hemd how witnesses had reported seeing and 
heming arguments between the pair. Mr 
Castle died from a stab wound to the chest. 

Biker hurt on A2 

A BIKER suffered serious injuries in a crash 
on the A2 nem Pepperhill on Wednesday. 

The London-bound carriageway was closed 
after the accident, which happened at 8.45am, 
causing four miles of tailbacks. 

The motorcycle was involved in a collision 
with a car and the rider was treated at the 
scene by air ambulance staff.

Households will create around 22 


tonnes of rubbish over festive period

HOUSEHOLDS in Kent pro¬ 
duced 22,000 tonnes of waste over 
the Christmas and New Year 
period last year. 

Now the Kent Green Party has set down a 
challenge urging people to have a greener 
and less wasteful festive season. 

Dr Hazel Dawe, the party’s chair, said: “We 
want everyone to re-use packaging, re-heat 
appropriate foods, redistribute usable goods 
to charity shops or use them as presents. 

‘Reclaim unwanted furniture for second¬ 
hand use, rot down all kitchen waste into 
compost, recycle what cannot be re-used and 
above all re-educate the whole household 
about redeeming the maximum benefit from 
the money we all spend at Christmas time.” 

Kent County Council said the 22,000 
tonnes figure included rubbish collected in 
each district as well as that managed by its 
waste recycling centres. 

Only 23 per cent of the waste, 5,000 tonnes, 
produced in Kent last Christmas and New 
Year was recycled - despite the fact that 80 
per cent of household rubbish is recyclable. 
The rest was sent to landfill. 

Nationally, the Institute of Environmental 
Assessment and Management estimates 
that this Christmas the country will create 
three million tonnes of rubbish - enough to 
fill 400,000 double-decker buses. 

KCC’s figures show that four per cent more 
waste was produced in December last year, 
61,000 tonnes, compared to that in November 
and January, in which households threw out 
58,000 tonnes of rubbish for both months. 

The authority is keen for people in the 
county to have a green Christmas and is 
launching a new campaign working with the 
national Waste Resources Action Programme 
(WRAP) to encourage people to recycle small 
electrical items at their local recycling centre 
rather than throwing them in their dustbins. 

A spokesman said: “Radio adverts will 
start on Boxing Day in time for the sales. The 
main message is ‘Bring It, Don’t Bin It’.” 

Computers 4 Africa, a charity based in 
Maidstone, takes people’s unwanted PCs and 
laptops and sends them to schoolchildren in 
Africa, which has the lowest ratio of comput¬ 
ers to people in the world. 


The wrapping paper used for the country’s 
gifts is equal to 50,000 trees, according to the 
Department for Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs, and is enough to giftwrap the 
island of Guernsey. 

Credit crunch 

Christmas trees can also be recycled along¬ 
side your festive greetings cards. The charity 
Action for Sustainable Living estimates that 
around six million Christmas trees are 
bought each year in the UK, but only 750,000 
(12.5 per cent) of them are recycled. 

KCC said that people in Kent can take 
their real trees to household waste recycling 


centres so that they can be composted. Some 
local councils also provide a collection service 
for the trees. 

The authority also suggests buying a 
Christmas tree with roots that can be plant¬ 
ed in the garden and used again. 

Dr Dawe had some wise words for this 
Christmas, which is set against the gloomy 
backdrop of the credit crunch. 

She added: “The eight ‘Rs’ - re-use, re-heat, 
redistribute, reclaim, rot down, recycle, re¬ 
educate and redeem - will help to keep 
household debts under control at the most 
challenging time of year. 

“By all means, have a happy Christmas 


and New Year - but remember, now is the 
season of waste, not just good cheer, and why 
waste money if a little thought will make it 
go further?”

THE Archbishop of 
Canterbury has demanded 
that unborn children 
should not be regarded as 
“less than members of the 
human family”. 

In what will be seen as a thinly 
veiled attack on abortion, Dr Rowan 
Williams used his annual Christmas 
message to defend the rights of all 
children. 

And writing in the wake of the 
Baby P scandal, he criticises a world 
where children have become 
“despised, exploited, even feared”. 

Dr Williams also warned the eco¬ 
nomic problems facing the world will 
lead to greater suffering for children. 

He said it was Christianity that 
first showed God as a baby “in the 
form of complete dependence and 
fragility, without power or control”, 
a concept he described as “shocking” 
and “deeply disturbing”. 

Dr Williams said we as a society

should more angry about what hap¬ 
pens to children today 

He said: “As we look around the 
world, there is plenty to prompt us 
to far more anger and protest about 
what happens to children than we 
often seem to feel or express. 

“In the UK this year there have 
been several public debates about 
childhood, as research has under¬ 
lined the lack of emotional security 
felt by many children here, the high 
cost of divorce and family break¬ 
down, the disproportionate effect of 
poverty and debt on children, and 
many other problems.” 

The Archbishop also pointed to the 
horrors visited upon children around 
the world, such as child soldiers in 
Africa and Sri Lanka, youngsters 
caught up in conflicts in Congo and 
the Middle East, and those faced 
with heavy burdens caused by Aids. 


He also railed against the “insen¬ 
sitive treatment” given to child 
refugees and asylum seekers in 
“more prosperous countries”. 

Dr Williams finished by saying: 
“Christmas is a good time to think 
again about our attitudes to chil¬ 
dren and about what happens to 
children in our societies. 

“Christians who recognise the 
infinite and all-powerful God in the 
vulnerability of a newborn baby 
have every reason to ask hard 
questions about the ways in which 
children come to be despised, 
exploited, even feared in our world. 

‘We all suspect that in a time of 
economic crisis worldwide, it will be 
the most vulnerable who are left to 
carry most of the human cost. 

“The Holy Child of Bethlehem 
demands of us that we resist this with 
all our strength, for the sake of the one 
who, though he was rich, for our sake 
became poor, became helpless with 
the helpless so that he might exalt 
us all through his mercy and grace.”

Game chef targets 
countryside boost 


A NEW campaign aims to encour¬ 
age more people in Kent to get 
involved in the shooting sector 
and give the rural economy a 
boost, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

The Countryside Alliance - a pro-hunting 
group which claims shooting provides 13,000 
jobs across the South East and pumps £326 
million into the economy - wants more young 
people to get involved in the industry. 

Mark Gilchrist, 27, a chef who runs a busi¬ 
ness called Game for Everything near 
Cranbrook, said shooting was good for the 
environment and other wildlife. 

“What people don’t realise about shooting is 
that an excessive amount of food is put down 
for the birds - for example, maize for pheas¬ 
ants and thousands of different little birds 
are their feeding on it. 

“Eating game, which is what I’m trying to 
get people to do, is fantastically healthy. And 
can we really justify flying in lamb from New 
Zealand at a cost to the environment and the 
British farming industry? 

“Eating rabbit has a zero carbon footprint - 
and if it is not eaten it’ll probably be shot 
anyway.” 

Mr Gilchrist, who is passionate about game 
and has been running his food and catering 
business since 2005, said rabbit was very lean 
and 98 per cent fat free. 

He suggested people try game, such a 
pheasant and partridge, for dinner parties 
over the festive season and said he always

cooks woodcock for Christmas Day. “I cannot 
really bear turkey - it’s so dull,” he said. “It’s 
like a bad first date and I’ve always felt real¬ 
ly strongly about it.” 

The shooting enthusiast, who took up 
the practice aged seven, is supporting 
the Countryside Alliance’s Shooting 
Stars campaign to encourage more rural 
entrepreneurs. 

“Their campaign is important. We need to 


get more charismatic young people into agri¬ 
cultural businesses and shooting. 

“It is slowly happening and what’s good is 
that it shows you can make some money from 
countryside businesses,” he said. 

Job opportunities in the sector include 
gamekeepers, chefs, shooting school man¬ 
agers, beaters and other roles related to the 
hospitality sector that caters for shoot 
tourism. 

Latest Government figures show that 
400,000 fewer young people live in the coun¬ 
tryside compared with 20 years ago, the 
Countryside Alliance said. 

Michelle Nudds, South East director, said: 
“The Alliance is a longstanding supporter of 
the shooting sector, and is keen to highlight 
the contribution it makes to the rural and 
wider economy. 

“By highlighting the future stars, we can 
prove that shooting has a bright and prosper¬ 
ous future, which will have obvious benefits 
for the countryside.” 

Mr Gilchrist uses only local produce and 
labour at his company and he has won high 
praise for his food. Top chef and television 
personality Gordon Ramsey said: “That rab¬ 
bit pasta was delicious - try the game pie”. 

Kent-born Mr Gilchrist said: “I’m not being 
part of the herd. I want to contribute to the 
local economy and know I’ve tried my hardest 
to keep the countryside productive.”

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Charity renews its identity appeal 


Still no name 
decade after 
train death 



A CHARITY has renewed its 
appeal for help in identifying a 
man who was found dead on a 
railway line a decade ago after he 
was hit by a train. 

Missing People, which works with the 
police, coroners, hospitals and social servic¬ 
es to resolve cases of unidentified people, 
both alive and dead, is urging everyone to 
help solve the mystery of the body found at 
Erith, near Dartford, on December 15,1998. 

Teri Blythe, head of the national charity’s 
identification department, said: “In most 
cases an unidentified person is also a miss¬ 
ing person, so it is likely this man will have 
family and friends out there who do not 
know his fate. 

“We hope this appeal will bring crucial 
clues that will lead us to identify this body 
and put an end to someone’s distress.” 

She said although the fact the man died 
on a railway line suggested he had commit¬ 
ted suicide, the charity could not be sure. 

Asked if he was possibly sleeping rough at

the time, she said: “This is the whole prob¬ 
lem - we really do not know very much 
about the people.” 

Ms Blythe said renewing appeals for infor¬ 
mation near the anniversary of a death can 
often jog someone’s memory and help the 
charity with its tough job. 

“That is what we hope,” she said. “This 
case was 10 years ago. Ideally, at the time 
people would have come forward and sug¬ 
gested who it could have been. 

“But we have not figured out the answers 
yet and there is nothing to say he might not 
be in the system, so we are hoping. 

“You never know who might see the pub¬ 
licity and it is a good time now.” 

The man was found on a busy railway fine 
and the body was not decomposed, which 
meant it was a recent death, she explained. 
So the date he was found was close to when 
he actually died. 


“The means the date is even more useful 
and might jog someone’s memory,” Ms 
Blythe added. 

He was aged between 35 and 55, about 5ft 
8ins, with brown eyes, black/greying collar- 
length hair and a goatee beard. 

The man had full dentures for his upper 
teeth and partial dentures in his lower 
teeth. 

He was found wearing black loafer shoes 
with a gold ornament on them, a long- 
sleeved blue shirt and grey trousers. He also 
had a key fob of a clear plastic teddy bear 
with three gold buttons inside it. 

Missing People said it had checked all its 
records for clues to his identity but no con¬ 
clusive match had been made.

A BOY from Margate has been 
awarded a multi-million pound com¬ 
pensation payout after the Queen 
Elizabeth The Queen Mother 
Hospital admitted being at fault for 
injuries he suffered during birth. 

Four-year-old Oliver Lehan was left blind, 
brain-damaged and with cerebral palsy after 
the tragic events. 

On Monday, Oliver’s mother and her legal 
team settled for a lump sum of £770,000 with 
annual payments throughout his life of 
£135,000, increasing to £250,000. 

Solicitors representing the hospital admitted

staff at the QEQM had failed in 
their duty towards Oliver and the 
failures led directly to injuries 
that should have been avoided. 

Candy Lehan, 44 at the time, 
was taken to the Margate hospital 
to have Oliver’s birth induced on 
June 10, 2004. She was 39 weeks 
and two days into her pregnancy. 

The events that led to Oliver’s 
condition are detailed in his solic¬ 
itors’ Letter of Claim, written in 
March, 2005, and admitted by the 
East Kent Hospitals NHS Trust, 
which manages the hospital. 

Initial scans measuring foetal 
heart-rate were carried out and 
caused no concern, but shortly 
afterwards Candy became dis¬ 
tressed by the length and severi¬ 
ty of her contractions. 

Midwifery notes record that a 
CTG scan - which records the 
foetal heartbeat and uterine con¬ 
tractions during pregnancy - 
began at 12.15am, but the hospi¬ 
tal later said the recording was 
lost. About 25 minutes later, the 
midwife had difficulty in finding 
the baby’s heart-rate but failed to 
call a doctor to assist. 

At 1.10am a trace of the foetal 


heart-rate showed an abnormali¬ 
ty and an assessment at 1.15am 
was wrongly interpreted. A new 
CTG scan was started at 1.41am 
and showed that Oliver was not 
receiving sufficient oxygen. 

A doctor assessed Candy at 
2.15am and recognised the seri¬ 
ousness of the situation. He 
ordered an emergency Caesarean 
section and she was transferred 
to the delivery room. 

Tribute 

However, a delay of 55 minutes 
occurred before it was performed. 

Oliver’s brain was starved of 
oxygen and at birth he showed 
signs of severe asphyxia - a lack 
of oxygen in the blood. 

Candy was told her son was 
unlikely to live for more than a 
few weeks, but it is now thought 
he will reach his teens. He is 
unable to speak, suffers with 
seizures and chest infections, is 
fed through tubes and will remain 
at the mental age of six weeks. 

The compensation payout is 
based on experts’ views on 
Oliver’s needs for the remainder 


of his life. Hospital solicitors 
agreed to pay the full amount 
after two previous attempts ear¬ 
lier this year to reach a settle¬ 
ment had failed. 

His Honour Judge Simpkiss, 
sitting at the High Court, 
Canterbury District Registry, 
approved the settlement reached 
on Oliver’s behalf. 

He described the case as “trag¬ 
ic”, adding “it is hard to imagine 
more serious injuries”. 

The Lehans’ solicitor, Darren 
Tamplin, a partner at Fairwe- 
athers solicitors in Canterbury, 
said: “This has been a complicat¬ 
ed case, involving a wide range of 
expert witnesses and I am very 
pleased that we’ve been able to 
achieve this settlement for Oliver. 

“I pay tribute to Candy’s heroic 
efforts in caring for him in the 
most trying circumstances since 
his birth and to all the sacrifices 
that she has made to ensure that 
he has always received the best 
of care. I know how much being 
able to move to a more suitable 
home will improve the quality of 
both of their lives.” 


Candy said: “I’m so happy that 
Oliver’s case has settled. We can 
now begin to look to the future 
rather than keep looking back. I 
can still barely believe the errors 
that were made at the hospital. 

“It was just one failing after 
another, after another. I would 
like to think that no other expec¬ 
tant mother would be treated as 
I was, but you can’t be sure. 

Apology 

“I know that Oliver’s case led to 
a review of procedures and that 
nine of them were changed. I hope 
that Oliver’s misfortune means 
that Margate hospital is a safer 
place for other babies to be bom. 

“It may seem as though he has 
won a huge amount of money, but 
we would give it all up to have 
Oliver well and healthy. He 
requires care 24 hours per day and 
needs a properly-adapted home.” 

An East Kent Hospitals NHS 
Trust spokesman said: “The 
Tmst deeply regrets the injuries 
suffered by Oliver and would like 
to take this opportunity to repeat 
our apology to the family.”

TWO people have been 
jailed for human traffick¬ 
ing women into the sex 
trade in Tunbridge Wells, 
writes Erica Jones. 

Gerard Carroll, 51, and illegal 
immigrant Moi Cheng Chua, 47, 
were sentenced to a total of two- 
and-a-half years by Maidstone 
Crown Court. 

Chua was working at a house in 
Mercer Street, Tunbridge Wells, 
where police officers believed a 
number of young Asian women were 
being used as prostitutes. 

Chua was responsible for the 
premises and regularly deposited 
hundreds of pounds into various 
bank accounts belonging to people 
living outside of the Kent area. 

Kent Police’s Serious and 
Organised Crime Unit (SOCU) 
arrested Carroll and Chua in March 
following an investigation into 
human trafficking for the sex trade. 

Officers identified Carroll as a sig¬ 
nificant member of a much larger 
crime group responsible for human 
trafficking within the UK 

Carroll’s involvement included 
placing and paying for advertise¬ 
ments in local newspapers and pay¬ 
ment of rent and bills at another 
premises being used as a brothel in 
Lincoln. He regularly transferred 
money to Spain where he owned a 
number of properties. 

Carroll taxied women between 
railway stations, a property in 
Mercer Street and a property in 
Quarry Hill Road, Tonbridge, that 
had recently been refurbished from 
old office space into a series of bed¬ 
rooms. He also used premises in 
Elm Lane, Tonbridge, where he 
lived with a prostitute. 

During the police swoop in March 
this year, five women were removed 
from premises throughout west 
Kent. The women admitted they 
had come to the UK illegally and 
had been employed into the sex 
trade by people unknown to them 


who they were in fear of. Most of the 
women were also in debt to these 
people for their travel costs to the 
UK and were forced to pay off this 
debt by working as prostitutes. 

All five women were transferred 
to UK Border Agency who will be 
dealing with their welfare. 

Trafficking victims are typically 
recruited using coercion, deception, 
fraud, the abuse of power, or out¬ 
right abduction. Threats, violence, 
and economic leverage can often 
make a victim consent to exploita¬ 
tion. Many victims do not speak 
English very well and come from 
countries where endemic corruption 
means they are distrustful of official 
agencies such as the police. 

Controlling 

Fear of retribution against them 
and their families also stops them 
from reporting abuse to the police. 

Carroll, from Tonbridge, pleaded 
guilty on November 12 to trafficking 
women within the UK for sexual 
exploitation and conspiring to control 
prostitution for gain. He was sen¬ 
tenced to 18 months’ imprisonment. 

Malaysia Chua, from Tunbridge 
Wells, on November 12 pleaded 
guilty to controlling prostitution for 


gain at Mercer Street and transfer¬ 
ring criminal property by launder¬ 
ing money. She was sentenced to 
one year in prison and the court 
ordered she be deported upon com¬ 
pletion of her sentence. 

Det Insp Tom Richards, from Kent 
Police’s Serious and Organised 
Crime Unit, said: “Human traffick¬ 
ing isn’t a problem specifically in 
Kent, but we are aware of activities 
of crime groups who use the county 
as a temporary base for their crimi¬ 
nal activities. 

“It is believed the women identi¬ 
fied in this investigation were trans¬ 
ported around the country and not 
just used as prostitutes in Kent. 

“Kent Police remains committed 
to ensuring that vulnerable victims 
exploited in this vile trade are iden¬ 
tified, rescued and provided with 
appropriate support and protection. 

“It is important that we work with 
our partners to ensure that every bit 
of protection and support is provid¬ 
ed to the victims who can sometimes 
feel reluctant to come forward and 
escape what has been a continuous 
cycle of abuse and misery.”

POLICE are appealing for a cru¬ 
cial witness to come forward after 
receiving new information about a 
fatal hit-and-run on the A20. 

Officers want to trace the driver 
of a blue Toyota 4x4 after the acci¬ 
dent in Harrietsham, which 
claimed the life of a 70-year-old 
woman. 

A fresh appeal was launched by 
police last week in a bid for more 
information about the incident in 
which pensioner Shirley Leedham 
was hit by a driver who failed to 
stop, at 8.40am on October 9. 

Sgt Guy Ditcher, who is leading 
the investigation, said: “A woman 
contacted police after seeing the 
appeal on television and said she 
was driving along the A20 from 
Leeds towards Harrietsham on 
that Thursday, at about 8.35am. 

Justice 

“As she came off the roundabout, 
a dark blue Toyota 4x4, with 53 in 
the registration number, overtook 
her. It was being driven by a white 
man with dark hair. We want to 
hear from this driver as he might 
have witnessed the accident. 
There is no suggestion he was 
involved in any way.” 

More than 1,000 drivers were 
questioned after the accident. 

Sgt Ditcher said: ‘We want jus¬ 
tice for Mrs Leedham. Her family 
are in limbo as they don’t know 
what happened. 

“Closure will only come when we 
uncover the truth. 

“They do not bear a grudge - all 
they want is the truth.” 


MP defends Chatham over low ranking in environment survey

HOMEOWNERS living in 
one of Kent’s poorest towns 
have been labelled “green 
villains” for their alleged 
lack of concern about the 
environment. 

Chatham is ranked joint seventh 
in a table of Britain’s “environmen¬ 
tally unconcerned”, which was based 
on a selection of more than 350 data¬ 
bases and surveys about people’s 
lives. 

The findings were compiled by 
marketing specialists CACI on 
behalf of The Observer newspaper. 

Director of marketing Jonathan 
Burston said “enthusiastic greens” 
tended to be well-educated and on 
higher-than-average incomes. 

He added: “The environmentally 
unconcerned tend to be male, inter¬ 
ested in science fiction and fantasy, 
generally read tabloid newspapers 
and are more likely to be football 
supporters and to have been refused 
credit. 

“They have little or no concern for 
the environment. They are less like¬ 
ly to recycle or use energy-saving 
light bulbs.” 

The ME4 postcode area of 
Chatham shares the same rank as 
the Sheffield suburb of Tinsley in the 
table, which names Basildon in 
Essex as the most environmentally 
unconcerned town in Britain. 

Redland in Bristol is listed top of 
the enthusiastic greens table. 

Mr Burston added: “Britain’s green 
heroes and villains can be found 
across the country. As everyone from

local authorities to global brands 
look to get green messages out to 
people, more notice needs to be taken 
of green social groupings and the 
diversity within.” 

Chatham MP Jonathan Shaw 
questioned the validity of the CACI 
report and said people who choose 
not to recycle are not necessarily less 
eco-friendly than those who do. 

He said: “If someone is getting in a 
large car to take a couple of bottles to 
the bottle bank, it kind of defeats the 
object. 

“In Chatham and the rest of 
Medway we are seeing more people 
travelling by bus, which is obviously 
a good thing. 

“I’ve spoken to a number of people 
in the town who are very keen to 
help increase the town’s recycling 
contribution, so one has to question 
the science behind this report. 

“What’s important is making sure 
access to recycling equipment is 
made as easy as possible because 
we could all most certainly do 
more.” 

Cllr Phil Filmer is Medway 
Council’s cabinet member for front¬ 
line services and responsible for the 
authority’s recycling strategy.

He also doubted the reliability 
of the report. 

Cllr Filmer said: “It’s never been 
my understanding that people in 
Chatham are not interested in 
recycling. In fact, I find they are 
very good about it and have 


helped Medway increase its recy¬ 
cling rate to almost 35 per cent. 

“Some areas are obviously bet¬ 
ter than others but we are work¬ 
ing hard to address this, such as 
targeting those people who live in 
flats, for instance.”

HOLLYWOOD icon Dame Judi 
Dench has urged people to walk 
off their Christmas dinner with 
a stroll through a wood. 

The Oscar-winning actress, who plays M 
in the Janies Bond films, is backing the 
Woodland Trust’s annual Christmas card 
recycling scheme, which raises money for 
the charity. 

Dame Judi said: “I find our woods and 
forests absolutely remarkable. 

“They have follies, grottos, waterfalls and 
surprise views, not forgetting the stunning 
natural beauty of the trees and glades. 
They have been a source of inspiration for 
artists and writers for centuries and pro¬ 
vide a truly magical setting for a walk this 
Christmas. 

“The Woodland Trust do a marvellous job 
looking after woods in Kent and I applaud 
their efforts. You can support them too. 
Recycle your Christmas cards in the trust’s 
scheme and help them plant the woods of 
the future.” 

The Woodland Trust has 30 sites in Kent, 
including Blean Wood in Canterbury and 
Hucking Estate in Hollingboume. The coun¬ 
ty has just 10.6 per cent woodland cover - 
compared with a UK average of 12 per cent 
and a European average of 44 per cent.

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Partnership anticipates seasonal rise in domestic violence 


Crunch time 
for vic tims on 

home front 


THE pressures of Christmas cou¬ 
pled with the credit crunch are 
expected to lead to an increase in 
domestic violence, experts say. 

Kent Police are now working with the 
National Centre for Domestic Violence 
(NCDV) to provide victims of abusive part¬ 
ners access to free legal advice. 

Steve Connor, NCDV’s chief executive offi¬ 
cer, told KOS Media: “Christmas is always a 
busy time for us, mainly because people are 
spending a lot more time together at home. 

“Alcohol is a big factor because people may 
be drinking more at this time of year. The 
credit crunch and problems with money 
becoming tighter are also having an impact.” 

The charity offers victims of domestic 
violence to access free legal advice and 
representation. 

It also helps people get non-molestation 
orders or injunctions to protect them from 
partners or ex-partners threatening or using 
violence against them. 

Asked whether the NCDV had seen a rise 
in the number of victims using its services 
since the economic downturn, he said: 
“Definitely. There has been a sharp increase.” 

The partnership between the NCDV and 
Kent Police, which will publicise the charity’s 
24-hour helpline - available every day of the 
year across the county - was launched on 
Monday. 

Chief Supt Lee Catling said officers would 
be able to refer victims to the NCDV for 
advice. He said it was too early for the force 
to know whether the credit crunch had 
impacted on domestic violence. 

“But we would not dispute the fact there is 
likely to be increased tension, disharmony 
and violence,” he said. 

“That is why we have a Christmas cam¬ 
paign with additional resources. Launching 
this emphasises how important it is for us to 
give the best support to victims we can.” 

Mr Connor said although anyone can go to 
court and get an injunction, it was particu¬ 
larly difficult for people who do not qualify 
for legal aid but cannot afford solicitor’s fees.

He added: “Particularly in domestic vio¬ 
lence cases people always fall through the 
net, so we are geared up to help anyone, 
regardless of their financial situation - and 
for free. 

“We are different to most services because 
we are available to everyone: men, same-sex 
couples and anyone experiencing domestic 
abuse. We put people in touch with refuges, it 
is a very holistic service for everyone.” 

Chief Supt Catling said: “This will be a fan¬ 
tastic addition to the already substantial 
resources available to victims of domestic 
violence. 

“What is unique about this is people can 
access it quickly and decisively, even out of 
hours, to get legal advice and protection for 
victims at the point they most need it.” 

Mid Kent Police have been carrying out 
welfare checks on people at risk of domestic 
abuse and a 30-year-old man has been 
charged with breaching a restraining order 
as part of a seasonal anti-domestic abuse 
campaign. 

The drive to tackle domestic violence in 
Kent over Christmas is part of a wider 
national campaign launched this week by 
the Home Office and the Association of Chief 
Police Officers. 

Home Secretary Jacqui Smith said: “For 
many, Christmas is a family time. But for 
some it is a time of fear, violence and isola¬ 
tion. I am determined to do all I can to pro¬ 
tect women from becoming victims of these 
horrific crimes.” 

She said that next year a consultation 
would be launched to find out what more the 



Government can do to improve the safety of 
women in their homes, at work and in public.

Shared space - a special

Now it has been introduced 
in Ashford - the first for Kent and the largest of its kind in the country. 
It gives a completely new look to Ashford’s old ring road. We’ve 
done away with the one-way circuit that was choking the town 
centre and introduced a new two-way road system to help 
visitors, businesses and residents. 

Ashford’s scheme was deliberately designed to be different. Extra 
features make it obvious you are somewhere special, with wide 
walkways for pedestrians, a block paving road surface and tall 
lighting columns. We worked closely with local access group 
and disability representatives during the design stage too, and 
the scheme includes a traffic light crossing and special guide rail 
for people who are visually impaired.

THE National Police Dog Trials 
will be held in the county in April 
for the first time in the competi¬ 
tion’s 49-year history writes

Categories such as obedience, weapon 
attacks and criminal-chasing will form part 
of the prestigious event, which will be held 
over four days at Leeds Castle, near 
Maidstone. 

Kent Police officers have won an impres¬ 
sive six national dog titles in the last four 
years, strengthening the county’s claim to 
host the competition. 

Assistant Chief Constable Allyn Thomas 
said: “Police dogs perform a crucial role in 
modem law enforcement and are an integral 
part of every police force. 

“They can detect dmgs, cash and explo¬ 
sives, and can help us find missing people, 
evidence and clues. They are a real asset and 
police dogs have long held the interest and 
fascination of the public. 

“This event encourages the professional 
development of the handlers and their forces, 
giving competitors an opportunity to share 
good practice. 

“We hope to give the public an insight into 
some of the work we do on their behalf and 
demonstrate how dog teams support local 
policing and communities.” 


About 30 officers from across the UK will 
take part in the trials, with Leeds Castle 
bosses expecting an average 5,000 visitors 
per day. 

However, the first two phases of the event 
involve searching and tracking and will be 
held away from the castle so the dogs are not 
confused by extra scents. 

Leeds Castle chief executive Victoria 
Wallace said staff were looking forward to the 
trials coming to Kent. 

“We are delighted to host the National 
Police Dog Trials at the castle, which itself 
has a strong canine connection and has the 
only historic dog collar museum in the coun¬ 
try,” she said. 

“We have been the beneficiary on many 
occasions of the work police dogs do to help 
ensure the security of the site during special 
events or high-level conferences. 

“We are only too pleased to be able to offer 
such a wonderful backdrop to the event.” 

Kent Police have 48 working dogs handled 
by 32 trained officers. 

Breeds include German Shepherds, cocker 
and cpringer cpaniels, labradors and Belgian 
malinois. 

The National Police Dog Trials 2009 will 
take place from Thursday to Sunday, April 
23-26. Admission is free.

THE activists, politicians and 
academics who criticised the 
police response to the climate 
camp in Kent as provocative and 
disproportionate can now feel 
vindicated, the leader of the 
Green Party has said. 

Vernon Coaker, the Government’s police 
minister, had told MPs that 70 officers had 
been injured during protests at Kingsnorth 
power station in the summer, but he was 
forced to apologise to Parliament on 
Monday after a Freedom of Information 
request by the Liberal Democrats revealed 
there were only 12 reported injuries. 

Only four, which were at the lowest level 
of seriousness, involved direct contact with 
another person, and the other eight includ¬ 
ed such mishaps as being ‘stung on finger 
by possible wasp’ and ‘officer injured sitting 
in car’. 

Dr Caroline Lucas, the Green Party’s 
MEP for the South East, told KOS Media: 
“There was so much rhetoric at the time 
and it was an unfortunate attempt to paint 
people who take part in peaceful direct 
action as aggressive and dangerous. 

“People were from all different back¬ 
grounds - there were people with children. 

“It is a fallacy to say those who take part 
in direct action are young people intent on 
having a fight and this vindicates that. 

“I hope lessons will be learned because 
there will be more peaceful direct action as 
the Government continues to ignore its cli¬ 
mate change obligations.” 

The Lib Dems said Mr Coaker had 
claimed more police had been injured at 
the August protest over plans for a new 
coal-powered plant at the Hoo Peninsula 
site to justify his claim that forces had 
acted “appropriately and proportionately”. 

Dr Lucas said: “I was at the camp and I 
was shocked to see the disproportionate 
level of policing, not just in terms of num¬ 
bers but in the tactics they were using. 

“It was enormously heavy and provoca¬ 


tive. They were asking people to hand over 
things like board games, pens and pencils.” 

The operation was led by Kent Police and 
involved 1,400 officers including riot police, 
mounted officers, and marine and air sup¬ 
port. It cost taxpayers £5.9 million. 

Dr Lucas said: “We need to make sure 
there is much more sympathetic policing in 
future. It seemed they were trying to pro¬ 
voke the protestors with helicopters flying 
very low late at night. It was a campaign of 
intimidation.” 

Peter McDonnell, a spokesman for the cli¬ 
mate camp, said the campaigners’ legal 
team was preparing a dossier of complaints 
against the policing and it would be pre¬ 
sented to Parliament in January. 

He said: “The repressive policing at the 
camp was not about keeping law and order, 
it was about protecting E.ON’s profit mar¬ 
gins and preventing people from exercising 
their democratic right to protest. 

“That ministers are trying to cover this 
up shows just how deep the collusion is 
over the Kingsnorth plant.” 

In reply to a Parliamentary question 
tabled by David Howarth, the Lib Dem jus¬ 
tice spokesman, Mr Coaker admitted none 
of the injuries at the camp was a result of 
direct contact with protestors. 

“I hope ministers and the police will now 
stop trying to portray peaceful protestors 
as somehow equivalent to terrorists or vio¬ 
lent extremists,” Mr Howarth said. 

“MPs have been rightly exercised by 
political policing rearing its ugly head with 
the arrest of [Ashford MP] Damian Green. 
They should be just as concerned when the 
same tactics appear to be directed at peace¬ 
ful protestors. 

“In light of this new evidence, it has to be 
asked whether climate campers were so 
heavily policed because they posed any 
genuine threat of violence, or because they 
posed a challenge to Government policy?” 

Kent’s Assistant Chief Constable Allyn 
Thomas said: “We consider it a measure of 
the success of the operation that so few 
injuries were sustained, both by officers 
and protestors, and that none was serious.”

Discovery replica 
finds new home 
in the Old World

A REPLICA of a historic 
ship that helped establish 
the first English settlement 
in America has taken up 
residence in Kent. 

Discovery was one of three vessels 
to leave London for the New World in 
December, 1606, and played an 
important role in the formation of the 
American colonies when it landed in 
what was to become Jamestown, 
Virginia, five months later. 

Sir Thomas Smythe was the man 
who commissioned the construction 
of the ship - as well as that of its sis¬ 
ter vessels Susan Constant and 
Godspeed - and the replica of 
Discovery is now kept at his former 
home of Westenhanger Castle, near 
Folkestone. 

The 40ft boat was officially pre¬ 
sented by representatives from both 
the United States embassy and the 
Jamestown UK group on Friday. 

Westenhanger spokesman Mark 
Whitling, who is a distant relative of 
Sir Thomas, was delighted the castle 
had been chosen to house the vessel. 

He said: “It’s fantastic to have 
Discovery back where the man part¬ 
ly responsible for those historic voy¬ 
ages was bom and lived. It’s great for 
the castle and great for Kent as a 
whole. 

“The ship came over from America 
a couple of years ago and visited loca¬ 
tions in the South East - including 
Chatham Historic Dockyard and 
Dover - as well as elsewhere in the 
country, and the people from 
Jamestown UK said they were look¬ 
ing for a permanent home for it. 


‘We carried out a lot of research 
into the history of Westenhanger 
Castle and we knew of its connec¬ 
tions with Discovery, and that’s why 
we put a bid in for it. 

“Hopefully it will attract a lot of 
interest and encourage more people 
to visit us over the next few months.” 

The Jamestown UK group was set 
up to mark the 400th anniversary of 
the voyage to the New World. 

Its chairman is Kent County 
Council deputy leader Cllr Alex King, 
who unveiled a plaque at 
Westenhanger, watched by 
Folkestone and Hythe MP Michael 
Howard and other dignitaries. 


Cllr King said: “It does no harm to 
remind ourselves of how America 
was colonised, but Kent should also 
benefit from a tourism point of view. 

“It was a long process to decide 
where the replica should end up and 
there were a number of bids, but we 
feel we have chosen the correct loca¬ 
tion in Westenhanger Castle.” 

In addition to the replica of 
Discovery, a statue of Pocahontas 
donated by the city of Norfolk, 
Virginia, was also unveiled at the 
castle on Friday.

Jailed for 
‘sickening’ 
child porn 
pictures 

A MAN who had collected thousands of 
images of children being sexually abused 
has been jailed for two years. 

Llewelyn George Buckland, 35, of Celak 
Close, Aldington, near Ashford, was sen¬ 
tenced at Maidstone Crown Court on 
Monday. 

The court was told Buckland had even 
continued to look at indecent images while 
he was on bail. Buckland had pleaded 
guilty on November 17 to making and pos¬ 
sessing indecent images of children. 

He was caught during a Metropolitan 
Police investigation into those purchasing 
child abuse images and his case was passed 
to Kent Police’s public protection unit. 

Real abuse 

Officers discovered Buckland had more 
than 9,000 indecent images of children. 

Some 53 of them were at ‘level 5’, which 
meant they depicted sadism or bestiality. 

Det Supt Paul Fotheringham said: “Some 
of the images were downloaded from a web¬ 
site which he paid to have access to. He had 
compiled a sickening collection of images of 
children suffering real abuse. 

“We have removed a serious offender 
from the community and put him before 
the courts to receive just punishment.” 

Det Con James Traynor, who was in 
charge of the investigation, said: “The court 
was told Buckland continued to view inde¬ 
cent images while on bail and I am pleased 
this was reflected in his sentencing.”

A MAN has been jailed for sexually assaulting 
a teenage boy and for having indecent photo¬ 
graphs of children as young as one year old. 

Grant Denyer, 47, of Pine 
Tree Avenue, Canterbury, 
was sentenced at Canterbury 
Crown Court to 25 months 
behind bars. 

He was charged with a sex¬ 
ual assault on a 16-year-old 
male, and 18 charges relat¬ 
ing to the making and pos¬ 
session of indecent pseudo¬ 
photographs of children and 
possession of indecent photo¬ 
graphs of children. 

Investigating officer PC Dan Devico said: 
“Denyer preyed on children’s vulnerabilities 
for his own gratification. He used his position 
to groom the victim and acted in a calculated 
and predatory way. 

“Denyer abused the children’s trust in the 
worst possible way. We hope those who have 
suffered at his hands have the help and sup¬ 
port they deserve.”

Boomtown bucks trend 


ASHFORD is bucking the economic trend by 
pushing ahead with its ambitious plans for 
more new housing. 

That is the claim of Ashford’s Future, the 
organisation overseeing the growth of the 
town, after planners approved schemes for 
1,600 new homes. 

Managing director Judith Armitt said the 
three schemes approved in recent weeks rep¬ 
resent two years of new housing supply. 

She said: “The downturn in the housing 
market is unlikely to affect the planned 
expansion of Ashford in the long term. 

“We have a 30-year growth period and 
there are bound to be fluctuations in the 
market during this time. 

‘We remain confident about the future. 
With high-speed domestic rail services com¬ 
ing, we anticipate an influx of buyers.” 


Recent planning approvals include: 

• Redevelopment of the old railway works in 
Newtown. Kier Property will develop the site 
for mixed residential and commercial use. 

Nearly 790 houses will be built and a 
further 140 homes created within listed 
buildings. 

• Construction of350 houses and flats on for¬ 
mer railway works at Hunter Avenue, 
Willesborough. Developer Fairview Enfield’s 
scheme involves a mix of shared ownership, 
social rented and private housing. 

• Conversion of a 10-storey office block into 
224 apartments. The scheme by Dukelease 
Properties involves converting and extend¬ 
ing the town centre office to provide 224 flats 
and 10,000 sqm of commercial floor space. 

The plan also includes constructing two 
new buildings, providing 110 flats.

A JAPANESE serial rapist has 
been convicted of kidnapping, 
mutilating and dumping the 
body of Kent woman Lucie 
Blackman. 

The ruling is a partial reversal of an earli¬ 
er decision by the high court in Tokyo. 

Last year, Joji Obara, a wealthy property 
developer, was cleared of killing the 21-year- 
old from Sevenoaks, who had been working 
as a bar hostess at the Casablanca night¬ 
club in the Japanese capital’s Roppongi dis¬ 
trict before she disappeared in 2000. 

The 56-year-old is already serving a life 
sentence, which will remain unchanged, for 
raping nine other women, including one 
who died. 

Ms Blackman’s dismembered body was 
found hidden in a beachside cave in 2001, 
close to Obara’s apartment in Miura. 

Judge Hiroshi Kadono ruled on Tuesday 
that while there was not enough evidence to 
convict Obara of murder, he was found 
guilty of “damaging and abandoning” her 
body. 

Obara was sent to prison in 2007 after he 
was found guilty of raping nine women, 



including Australian Carita Ridgway, who 
was in Tokyo, like Ms Blackman, working as 
a bar hostess. 

He had drugged Ms Ridgway with chloro¬ 
form before raping her and the 21-year-old 
later died from liver failure. Obara filmed 
himself during the attacks. 

Obara was acquitted of murder last year 
and Ms Blackman’s parents were both 
shocked by the decision. Her mother, Jane 
Steare, from Sevenoaks, said she was 


“absolutely devastated” and believed Obara 
should have been found guilty. 

She has also criticised her estranged hus¬ 
band, Tim Blackman, since he accepted a 
‘condolence payment’ of £453,000 in 2006 
from a friend of the wealthy rapist, which 
she described as “blood money”. 

Condolence money is recognised under 
Japanese law and Mr Blackman said the 
payment would go to a trust set up in his 
daughter’s name, which campaigns to keep 
travellers safe while abroad. 

His ex-wife said at the time: “I just could¬ 
n’t understand morally how a father could 
take money before the end of the trial from 
somebody like Joji Obara. 

“The implications of it... I was always told 
by the prosecutor that taking any money 
from Obara or anyone connected with him 
could affect the outcome. I turned down the 
same money because I thought it was 
morally not right.” 

Obara’s acquittal of Ms Blackman’s killing 
came despite a large amount of circumstan¬ 
tial evidence. Her body was found cut into 
eight pieces, and in the days after her disap¬ 
pearance Obara had bought a chainsaw and 
cement, which he is suspected of using to 
encase her head.

EASE off the Christmas 
pudding and sherry. Put 
down the TV remote con¬ 
trol. Christmas is here 
and that means one thing. 

Going away on holiday? About 
2pm on Christmas Day the 
adverts for holiday breaks begin. 
The Norfolk Broads usually fea¬ 
ture heavily for some reason. 

Here’s a couple of different ideas 
though. 

We’ve been asked to consider 
various tourism and marketing 
ideas for Romania. Now it’s in the 
EU, so no problems with travel. 
Good skiing in winter and terrific 
beaches in the summer. 

And over seven per cent of the 
land is preserved in a series of 
national parks, biosphere reserves 
and the stunning Danube Delta 
territory. There are also about 800 
scientific reserves, natural monu¬ 
ments and natural reserves. 

Not forgetting the seven superb 
Unesco-protected Painted Monas¬ 
teries of Bucovina with their 
painted frescoes and wooden bells. 

The Danube Delta even has a 
triple international status: bios¬ 
phere reserve, Ramsar site (wet¬ 
land of international importance), 
and a Cultural and Natural World 
Heritage site; and was awarded 
the Year 2000 European Prize by 
the European Council.

If truth could be told 

It’s not difficult on this occasion to concur 
with Phil Granger’s observations on the 
state of this nation and its government. 

But can I go a stage further, having been 
present at numerous, so-called consultations 
held at government departments, at 
which I and the Alliance I represent, 
were then suddenly barred without notice 
or confirmed reason. 

Shades here of the manner in which 
Damian Green has been treated, as our only 
‘crime’ we suspect, was ‘telling it like it is’. 

Indeed, having taken advantage of the 
then newly introduced Freedom of 
Information Act, it became apparent that 
what was being hatched amounted to a 
restrictive practice primarily to diminish 
the value and formation of residents’ 
associations, affecting some 200,000 people 
across the UK, whose own ‘park homes’ are 
stationed upon someone else’s land. 

What therefore became law in 2006, 
brought about by the widespread desire of 
landowners, as evidenced through the Fol 
Act was the almost apartheid nature of 
new legislation to diminish homeowners’ 
ability to vote.

It all points to a 
busy Christmas 
for jungle Joe 


I’m A Celebrity winner says his feet have 
not touched the ground since his victory

EVER since he swung into action in 
ITVs jungle, actor Joe Swash was a 
favourite to win I’m A Celebrity... Get Me 
Out Of Here. 

After winning over millions of the reality 
show’s viewers, the King of the Jungle is now 
back in England and impressing Chatham 
audiences with his portrayal of Buttons in 
Cinderella at the Central Theatre. While 
struggling to put on his costume, Swash, 26, 
spoke to Review about what life has been like 
since his coronation. 

“It’s been non-stop, I’ve not had a chance to 
think about it,” he said. “Being in the panto 
was probably the best thing I could do to keep 
my mind off things.” 

Reception 

After spending three weeks having 
adventures in the Australian jungle, coming 
back to England to take on a more 
conventional job like pantomime could seem 
pretty tame in comparison. But the pace has 
barely relented for the former Eastenders star. 

“I was alright coming back. I was looking 
forward to it, it’s just that I haven’t had the 
chance to catch up with anyone,” he said. “But 
it’s been brilliant. I’ve had a really nice 
reception from everyone in Medway. They’ve 
been very welcoming and I’ve had really good 
audiences, which makes it a lot nicer.” 

With his winning smile, friendly manner 
and down-to-earth approach, Swash saw off 
competition from better-known celebrities 


such as Esther Rantzen, Timmy Mallett and 
Robert Kilroy-Silk to take the title. But his 
victory was not easily won. Swash endured 
several of the programme’s infamous Bush 
Tucker Trials, such as the Trauma Tank, the 
Chambers of Horror and the I Scream Van. 

The latter saw Swash and glamour model 
Nicola McLean forced to eat a variety of 
revolting dishes, including crocodile eyes and 
scorpions. But for Swash, the biggest 
challenge was the boredom. 

“It was more the waiting around (that was 
tough),” he said. “Sometimes you would have 
nothing to do all day long. But apart from that, 
it was a great experience.” 

Swash grew up in Islington, London, and 
attended the famous Anna Scher Theatre 
School alongside other future Eastenders 
stars Natalie Cassidy, James Alexandrou and 
Brooke Kinsella. He made a number of 
appearances in adverts, television shows and 
films before landing the part of Mickey Miller 
in the soap in 2003. It happened in the nick of 
time, as Swash had been about to give up 
acting in favour of learning a trade. 

He played the cheeky Cockney for nearly 
five years, alongside an on-screen family that 
included his real-life sister Shana. But after 
suffering a long illness in 2005, Swash felt 
that his character had been sidelined and it 
was agreed that Mickey should be written out 
of the show. 

Speaking at the launch of Cinderella this 
summer, Swash revealed that he would 
consider appearing on a reality TV show. 

“I don’t know, it’s a possibility,” he said. “I’ll 
have to wait and see. I couldn’t do Dancing 
on Ice. I’d have to pass that one up for 
people’s safety.” 

It turns out that he had already had his eye 
on I’m A Celebrity... as he revealed this week. 

“I’d had a few people wanting to speak to 
me, but I had my mind made up because I 
had always liked that one,” he said. “It was 



brilliant, so exciting. I did stuff that I would 
never have done in real life.” 

But while reality shows can present 
celebrities with extraordinary opportunities, in 
both a personal and professional sense, they 
can also backfire spectacularly. Swash admitted 
that despite his enthusiasm for the challenge, 
he still had to give it careful consideration. 

“It was quite a scary decision because I’m an 
actor and if people don’t like the character, you 
can say ‘it’s just the character’,” he said. “But if 
people don’t like you, it’s quite a vulnerable 
position to be in. It’s like letting your guard 
down. But it was a once in a lifetime experience 
and I would get to do things I would never 
otherwise do, so I thought ‘just go for it’.” 

It can become evident that some 
participants on reality TV are deliberately 
manipulating situations, constantly aware of 
the cameras and trying to engineer a certain 
response from viewers. On this series of I’m A 
Celebrity... the villain was former Dollar 
singer David Van Day, who provoked 
arguments almost from the moment he 
arrived on the fifth day. McLean claimed that 
Van Day had admitted off-camera to having a

game plan, asking her to switch from 
bickering to flirting in an attempt to win votes. 

“After about three days, I forgot the cameras 
were there,” Swash said. “If you concentrate on 
them too much you go crazy, so I just had to get 
on with it as I would in real life. People went 
in there with different agendas, but at the end 
of the day it was just a game show. I don’t 
think people took it too seriously.” 

Swash did appear to be genuinely upset 
when Van Day’s alleged deception was 
exposed. He had intervened in arguments 
when he felt the singer was being picked on by 
the rest of the group, something which could 
have made him unpopular with his 
campmates and viewers. But Swash claimed 
that he did not need to think about how his 
actions would be perceived. 

“I wanted to go in there and be myself,” he 
said. “If I hadn’t (stepped in), I would not have 
been myself so it was an easy decision to 
make. I don’t like to see things going on and 
not step in.” 

One of the most touching aspects of the series 
was Swash’s unexpected close friendship with 
the much older Star Trek actor George Takei, 
whom Swash dubbed ‘Gorgeous George’. 

“He’s coming down in January and later in 
the year I’m going to his house in America,” 
Swash said. “I’ve made a life-long friend. 
People like George and Esther Rantzen - 
without this show, our paths would never have 
crossed.”

Monkey still magic 

MONKEY: JOURNEY TO THE WEST 

02, LONDON 

FOR those of a certain age, the word Monkey 
brings with it connotations far and above 
those of peanut-munching furry creatures 
swinging from trees in a zoo. 

Oh no. For those in their mid-to-late 30s, 
Monkey will forever prompt memories of one 
of the more bizarre TV experiences. 

Shipped in from Japan, Monkey was a poorly- 
dubbed triumph. Retelling one of China’s most 
ancient and beloved texts - the 16th century 
Journey to the West by Wu Cheng’en - it 
followed the remarkable story of a monkey bom 
of a mountain top, expelled from heaven and 
sent on a road trip with the priest Tripitaka in 
a quest to find Holy Scriptures in India (the 
west) and return them to the Buddha in 
exchange for fabulous rewards. 

Not, if we’re being honest, the most obvious 
TV adaptation. But by God, it was good. The 
humour, the fights, the costumes, the locations, 
the inability of any of the dubbing to coincide 
with the movements of the mouth; it all 
worked, somehow. 

It is a tribute to the effect it had that now, the 
generation raised on the series, has revived it 
again. This time as an all-singing, all-dancing 
stage production. And, what’s more, it delivers a 
perfect taste of Chinese folklore right on our 
doorstep, courtesy of its extended run in the 
grounds of Greenwich’s glorious 02. 

Blur frontman Damon Albam and artist 
Jamie Hewlett have extended the style of their 
cartoon-pop group Gorillaz into this 
production, which manages to embrace a 
diverse audience of youngsters, music fans and 
those of us who still want to bellow ‘Piggssssy’ 
or sing the theme music to the original TV 
show every time we think about it. 

They have delivered a glorious two-hour romp 
of spectacle and extravaganza. Combining 
acrobatics with operatic extravagance, the fast 
pace ensures the mind can never wander - even 
despite the entire thing being conducted in 
Mandarin (there are subtitles, don’t fret). 

What’s more, there is some truly clever use 
of animation to convey some of the more 
fantastic aspects of the show. 

But it is the warmth and good humour that 
really makes this special. Perhaps it is 
nostalgia, perhaps it is simply a truly 
fascinating tale (and I suspect a healthy dose 
of both) but, this is well worth every penny. 

Monkey: Journey To The West has had its 
run in the Monkey House - a large tent next 
to the 02 - extended until January 4. 



CINEMA 

TWILIGHT (12 A) 

Stephenie Meyer’s best-selling Twilight 
novels, a series of teen fantasies in which 
vampires and mortals live side by side, have 
become one of the biggest publishing 
phenomena since Harry Potter. 

In August this year across the Atlantic, a 
high-profile midnight release for the fourth 
book in the saga, Breaking Dawn, resulted in 
an incredible 1.3 million copies flying off 
shelves in the first 24 hours. 

Needless to say, with such a sizeable fanbase, 
Catherine Hardwicke’s film, adapted for the 
screen by Melissa Rosenberg, was always going 
to be a licence to print money. So it comes as a 
pleasant surprise that despite flaws, including 
a stilted dialogue and a generous grating of 
cheesiness, Twilight is an entertaining and 
sprightly romantic yam. 

Special effects are convincing without ever 
being dazzling and handsome leads Kristen 
Stewart and Robert Pattinson stare at one 
another with such intensity, it’s hard not to be 
swept up in their characters’ ill-fated romance. 

Stewart plays teenage misfit Bella Swan, who 
moves to Forks, Washington, to live with her cop 
father, Charlie (Billy Burke). As the new girl at 
school, Bella soon makes friends but the only 
person she wants to meet is alluring outsider 
Edward Cullen (Robert Pattinson). 

In the parking lot one day, Bella is almost 
cmshed to death in a freak traffic accident, 
only to be saved in the nick of time by Edward. 

“Are you going to tell me how you stopped 
the van?” she asks him, referring to his 
superhuman strength. “A rush of adrenaline,” 
he offers. “It’s really common, you can Google it.” 

Edward eventually reveals that he is a 
vampire - an immortal - but unlike many of 
his kind, he does not drink human blood. 

When bloodthirsty Laurent (Gathegi), 
James (Cam Gigandet) and Victoria ( Rachelle 
Lefevre) begin to feed on Fork locals, the 
Cullens close ranks to protect Bella from her 
immortal pursuers. 

Violence takes place predominantly off screen 
until a fast-paced finale, during which the fake 
claret runneth over and fangs are bared. 

A subplot involving family friend Jacob Black 
(Lautner) and his American Indian tribe poses 
tantalising questions for subsequent films. 

THE TALE OF DESPEREAUX (U) 

Director Sam Fell (Flushed Away) returns to the 
rodent underworld with first-time co-director 
Robert Stevenhagen for this fable based on Kate 
DiCamillo’s award-winning book. 

Set in a magical kingdom overcome by grief, 
The Tale Of Despereaux is almost as gloomy 
and glum as its characters, never matching the 
vibrancy or energy of the computer animation 
as one plucky mouse risks everything to save a 
friend from being eaten alive by rats. 

Comparisons with Ratatouille are inevitable, 
considering both pictures deal with heroes 


overcoming their diminutive stature to prove 
themselves giants when it matters most. 

However, Fell and Stevenhagen’s vision pales 
next to Pixar’s masterpiece, lacking comedy, 
sweetness and the big crescendo these stories of 
triumph against adversity surely deserve. 

A BUNCH OF AMATEURS (15) 

David Parfitt’s comedy examines the clash of 
cultures when an arrogant American star 
descends on a sleepy English village. Ageing 
Hollywood actor Jefferson Steel (Burt 
Reynolds) is desperate to revive his flagging 
career, badgering his Los Angeles agent for a 
high-profile comeback, 

Jefferson is delighted to land the Holy Grail of 
stage roles: King Lear in a Royal Shakespeare 
Company production at Stratford-upon-Avon. 

Crossing the Atlantic, the Hollywood actor 
gets a rude awakening when he discovers he 
has been contracted to tread the boards with 
the amateur dramatic society in the close-knit 
village of Stratford St John in leafy Suffolk. 

GONZO: THE LIFE AND WORK OF 
DR HUNTER S THOMPSON 

Journalist Hunter S Thompson enjoyed life in 
the fast lane, indulging in alcohol and drugs as 
a creative spark for his febrile imagination to 
chum out seminal articles on the Hell’s Angels 
and the political establishment for Rolling 
Stone magazine. 

Oscar-winning documentary filmmaker 
Alex Gibney (Taxi To The Dark Side) employs 
home movies, archive TV footage, audio 
recordings, still photographs and other 
material to delve into the mind of this iconic 
yet tragic figure, interspersed with narration 
from Johnny Depp. 

BICYCLE THIEVES (U) 

Re-release of Vittorio De Sica’s 1948 
masterpiece, which is frequently listed by 
critics as one of the greatest films of all time. 
Unemployed father Ricci (Lamberto 


Maggiorani) searches for work so he can 
provide for his wife Maria (Lianella Carell) 
and young son Bruno (Enzo Staiola). 

A position becomes available for someone 
with a bicycle to hang posters across Rome. 
Ricci seizes the opportunity and retrieves his 
trusty two-wheeler from the local pawnshop. 
Unfortunately, it is stolen - perhaps by another 
resident in search of a job for his family - and 
Ricci and Bruno track down the thief, without 
any help from the police, who have better 
things to do with their time. 

STONE OF DESTINY (PG) 

Based on Ian Hamilton’s book, Stone Of 
Destiny is a heart-warming drama inspired 
by the true story of impassioned Scottish 
students who masterminded the theft of 
The Stone Of Scone from Westminster 
Abbey in 1950. 

For centuries, Scottish monarchs sat on the 
Stone during their coronation until the late 
13th century, when Edward I removed it to 
London so English monarchs would be 
crowned king or queen of Scotland as well. 

Glasgow University student Hamilton 
(Charlie Cox) hatches a daring plan to return 
this symbol of Scottish pride to its rightful 
place, joining forces with fellow students Kay 
(Kate Mara), Bill (Billy Boyd) and Alan 
(Ciaron Kelly) to break into the Abbey, avoid 
the security guards and drive the Stone all the 
way back up north. 

LA BOHEME (PG) 

Robert Domhelm directs this filmed staging 
of Puccini’s enduringly popular opera. On a 
frosty Christmas Eve, poet Rodolfo (Rolando 
Villazon) and painter Marcello (George von 
Bergen) struggle to complete their artistic 
endeavours in the extreme cold.

Food for thought 

Top chef Antony Worrall Thompson offers 
handy tips and short cuts to help you avoid 
chaos in the kitchen over the festive period

THE Christmas season can often see you 
cooking for more people than perhaps 
you and your oven are used to and for 
some that may spell disaster. 

To help you enjoy cooking over the festive 
season, Antony Worrall Thompson, who was 
educated at The King’s School, Canterbury, 
has put together some short cuts, tips and 
hints that will ensure you feel confident in 
the kitchen to weather the increase in 
demand on your culinary skills. 

Worrall Thompson says: “I love Christmas. 
I love the whole tradition, sights and smells of 
Christmas. We always have the traditional 
turkey and all the trimmings, but with so 
much going on with family in the house on 
the day, I always make sure I’ve planned the 
timings carefully and stick to a schedule. 

“A crowded kitchen can create chaos, so I 
recommend you ask one or two people to help 
at a time. Even if someone just disposes of 
the dirty dishes, it all helps you stay focused 
on the timing. 

“Keep it simple and make sure someone is 
tasked with the most important job of all - 
ensuring the chef doesn’t get thirsty!” 

WORRALL THOMPSON’S FESTIVE 
DOS AND DON’TS 

1) Do cut comers by being prepared: 

Make a list, schedule your time so that you can 
make brandy butter, mince 
pies, stuffing and cranberry 
sauce this weekend or in 
the next few days: freeze 
them and thaw overnight 
on Christmas Eve. If guests 
drop by unexpectedly, don’t 
panic, you can cook mince 
pies from frozen. 

2) Don’t slow cook the 
turkey: Unless you like 
the taste of shoe leather, 
don’t slow cook the turkey 
overnight. The best way to 
ensure you get a juicy and 
succulent bird cooked in 
good time is to add stock, a 
glug of white wine and 
some herbs to the roasting 
tin, cover the turkey and 
tin completely in Bacofoil 
to keep heat in and speed 



c HlCKEN GRAVY 
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up cooking times. Cook 
your stuffing in a 
separate baking tray to 
save time, as an un¬ 
stuffed turkey cooks 
more quickly than one 
with stuffing in its 
cavity. 

3) Do juggle roast 
potatoes: If you are 
cooking with a 
conventional single 
oven, then you will 
really benefit from 
pre-cooking the 
roast potatoes for 40 
minutes before the 
turkey goes into the 
oven to help relieve 
the burden on your 
cooker. The turkey 
will need 20 minutes’ 
standing time tightly 
wrapped in foil to ^ 
allow the juices to go 
back into the flesh, having risen to the 
surface during cooking. So during this time, 
turn up the oven to hot and pop your potatoes 
back in to finish roasting and crisp up. 

4) Don’t have gravy grumbles: if making real 
gravy always ends up a scramble, or you 
don’t have a suitable roasting tin to do this on 

your hob, for no hassle 
lump-free gravy try 
Antony Worrall

Simply disperse the 
paste in cold water, heat 
it gently until it 
thickens and serve.

THE provenance and environ¬ 
mental credentials of our food are, 
of course, the current flavour of the 
month. 

In truth, they have been so for considerably 
longer than you may think. After all, we’re not 
the first generation to have an ecological 
conscience. 

Nevertheless, there’s no mistaking the 
lengths some are going to in their efforts to 
keep the world on its axis while hopefully 
making a decent living. 

Take the Bayside Brasserie in Broadstairs. 
Visit its excellent website (although it doesn’t 
appear to work fully on all browsers) and 
under ‘Environmental Policy’ you’ll find the 
usual stuff... recycling of glass, paper and 
cardboard; energy-efficient light bulbs; dual¬ 
flush toilets and so on. All worthy (meant 
genuinely), but not the sort of thing to make 
you look twice. 

Unlike the brasserie’s bid to convert old 
cooking oil (“used to fly the delicious hand¬ 
made chips”) into biodiesel to fuel the company 
car. You, apparently diners and other 
restaurateurs alike, are even encouraged to 
join this “work in progress”. They clearly mean 
business here, in every sense. 

Which is reason enough to back what owner 
David Sworder and his team are doing. But, 
maybe more importantly, depending on your 
take on life, The Bayside Brasserie is an 
excellent restaurant. 

The comer site it occupies at the junction 
of Albion Street and Harbour Street has 
had many incarnations over the years, the 
most recent before The Bayside if memory 
serves (it rarely does these days) being a 
Chinese restaurant. 

There is, however, a feel of permanence to 
this venture, which marks Mr Sworder’s 
return to the culinary world after a self- 
imposed break in 2004. 

His credentials are strong (he learnt his 
trade at Langan’s Brasserie in London), 
while well-fed Thanetians may remember 
him from Mortons Fork in Minster and The

The restaurant is bright, airy and very 
pastel. It enjoys a relaxed atmosphere which 
sets you at ease from the minute you recline in 
an armchair with your opening glass of wine 
(and yes, we chose Kentish). 

The food is fresh, excellently cooked and - 
altogether now - locally sourced where 
possible. 

I’m not mocking. It’s important, not least 
in a comer of the county where the idea of 
the Garden of England seems to be largely 
scorned by the powers-that-be.

On my Bayside visit, I had squid to start 
(£6.50), followed by extra-mature 
chargrilled ribeye steak with herb butter, 
chips and salad (£17.50) and fresh 
pineapple with home-made Malibu and 
coconut ice-cream (£4.50). 

All were delightful; the steak cooked to 
perfection and the pineapple and ice cream 
an explosion of taste.

‘The ideal route into 
teaching profession’

A TRAINING scheme aimed at 
boosting the number of teachers in 
Kent has been hailed a success. 

The collaboration between Canterbury 
Christ Church University and schools in 
Tunbridge Wells, Tonbridge, Paddock Wood, 
West Mailing and Sevenoaks has led to a new 
batch of teachers. 

Pam Johnson, the university’s senior lecturer 
of postgraduate initial teacher education, said 
the Graduate Teacher Programme, which is dif¬ 
ferent from the usual Postgraduate Certificate 
of Education (PGCE), had become an increas¬ 
ingly popular route into the profession. 

The programme is different because the 
schools rather than the university are the main 
providers of training. 

Ms Johnson said: “The trainees work along¬ 
side experienced colleagues, observing good 
practice, engaging in professional dialogue, 
meeting with subject leaders and senior man¬ 
agers, attending training sessions, planning, 
delivering and evaluating lessons and partici¬ 
pating in the full life of the school.” 

Fine art graduate Reem Acason, 29, who lives 
in Tunbridge Wells, completed the programme 
and is now a qualified art teacher at Bennett 
Memorial School in Tunbridge Wells. 

The mother-of-four said: “When I first started 
the programme, I must admit I found it 
extremely hard. However, now that I have qual¬ 
ified I feel so proud of myself and am delighted 
with my new career. 

“The programme gives you a very realistic 
view of teaching and prepares you for the nitty 
gritty of it. It has been a thoroughly enjoyable 
experience and I would recommend it.” 

Ms Johnson said trainees on the programme 
were monitored through regular visits by lec¬

turers from the university. 

“The programme has been a huge success,” 
she said. “More than 40 per cent of our trainees 
took up employment in their training school 
with a further 30 per cent employed in other 
schools in the South East.” 

Veronique Lacourt-Ricks, 41, from Tonbridge, 
originally had a career in advertising and as a 
translator. She has a degree in international 
trade and a masters in bilingual translations. 

After completing the course, she is now a fully 
qualified French and German teacher at 
Tonbridge Grammar School. 


“This programme fitted around my life,” 
she said. “It was extremely intense and busy, 
but I truly believe this is the ideal route into the 
profession. 

“Training full-time at a school is the best way 
to learn as you see what happens from day one 
and it best prepares you for the reality of teach¬ 
ing. I thoroughly enjoy working with the chil¬ 
dren and it gives me great pleasure to help 
them learn.”

FOR hardened ecologists, using a 
V8 as a compromise over a V12 
is probably akin to choosing the 
guillotine as a compromise over 
the firing squad. 

However, the hybrid Lexus LS600h has an 
engine that switches itself off when not 
required and a high torque electric motor to 
allow the big limo to pull away smoothly and 
quietly - unless you bury the throttle deep 
into the shag pile in an assassination-attempt¬ 
avoiding reverse-180 spin. 

In the normal course of events though, it is 
unlikely that you’ll ever get the opportunity to 
unchain the combined force of V8 petrol and 
electric engines on the gravel drive of a state¬ 
ly home, the Heathrow road network or 
around Westminster. 

The LS600h also does what it says on the tin 
on fuel consumption too by averaging some 
30mpg - not bad for such a large car. 

From the driver’s seat you’re very aware 
that you’re driving a big car, but it’s still an 
effortless experience.

The sophisticated suspension can be firmed 
up if required, but the lengthened chassis is 
never going to offer the rigidity of a true sports 
car, despite sports performance. It’s really all 
about cruising, which the LS600h turns into 
an art form. 

And, although it’s pleasure to drive, being 
driven in the model takes things to the next 
level. 

The driver is given all of the equipment 


needed to make chauffeuring as stress free as 
possible and in the rear the passengers are 
provided with everything they could need to 
make working, relaxing or entertaining them¬ 
selves on the move possible. 

Crafted wooden trays fold up, enormous 
DVD screens fold down. The passenger side 
seat folds flat like that of a first-class aero¬ 
plane and massages from shoulder to lower 
back. 

Blinds pop out of the windows, soft-shut 
doors quietly pull themselves closed and four- 
zone air con wafts cool air through the plush 
leather on warm days. 

Cars like the LS600h may be controversial, 
but it’s a genuinely inspiring piece of engineer¬ 
ing for car fans. 

For those still keen to hate this opulent lim¬ 
ousine though, I offer this crumb of consola¬ 
tion: if automotive engineers can produce a car 
as complicated but triumphant as the LS600h, 
yet make it look so simple, there’s a good 
chance that they might just be smart enough 
to solve more pressing issues too, given 
enough encouragement.

With no-nonsense villains aboard and nat¬ 
urally clad in ‘stealth black’, the Alfa pur¬ 
sues 007 in his beloved Aston Martin on a 
spectacular chase that gets the new Bond 
extravaganza Quantum of Solace off to a fly¬ 
ing start. 

It is a cracking piece of product placement, 
so it’s no wonder that Alfa has chosen to 
release a lookalike 159 Limited Edition in 
the same black metallic paint - it’s actually 
called ‘Carbonio Black’ - and laden with 
three grand’s worth of extras. 

To add to the mean and purposeful look 
gained from that drive-on part in the Bond 
film, the car also comes with mean 19-inch 


smoked alloys, lowered suspension and red 
Brembo brake callipers. 

The interior is equally sharp with sports 
dials on a red background and black leather 
seats. 

One thing it has that the film car almost 
certainly didn’t have though is a ‘real world’ 
150bhp 1.9-litre diesel engine able to aver¬ 
age nearly 50mpg. 

The Bond car, on the other hand, will have 
had to be a 256bhp 3.2-litre V6 petrol model 
to have any chance of keeping up with the 
007 Aston - this version will top 150mph and 
reach 60mph in seven seconds compared 
with the diesel’s 130mph and 9.4 seconds. 

Just 250 Limited Edition examples will go 
on sale at a cost of £22,168 - a steal, since 
that is just a whisker over the price of the 
entry level 1.9-litre diesel in Turismo spec. 

Anyone test driving a new Alfa 159 also 
has the chance to win a James Bond 
Quantum of Solace Scalextric race set 
including ready-to-go models of the black 
Alfa and Bond’s Aston Martin - you could re¬ 
act that opening scene over and over.

CHEVROLET’S stock in trade in 
the UK so far has been compact 
cars like the Matiz and Lacetti. 

That changed with the arrival of the 
Chevrolet Epica in April - a Mondeo-sized car 
for Focus money. 

At a whisker over 4.8 metres in length, the 
Epica is a four-door saloon of generous propor¬ 
tions, yet it commanded an entry-level price of 
just £13,595 at launch. Never has so much car 
cost so little. 

You won’t find stand-out, look-at-me design 
as part of the Epica’s list of attributes, though. 
That’s not to say the big Chevrolet is bland - 
far from it. 

Graceful, simple lines and a solid stance 
mean you’ll never have to make excuses for its 
purchase. And being a large saloon in a world 
made up extensively of hatchbacks, the four- 
door form adds a welcome executive twist. 

Staying with the straightforward approach, 
Chevrolet offers the Epica with a choice of 2.0- 
litre petrol and diesel engines. The former is a 
smooth six-cylinder unit boasting a 
respectable 141bhp and can be had in entry- 
level LS trim. 

The 148bhp, four-cylinder diesel can be 
had in both LS and range-topping LT trim 
though. Both cars come with a slick five- 
speed manual gearbox, with a six-speed 


auto a cost option on the LT diesel. 

Irrespective of the economic climate, the 
diesel and its 46.3mpg figure for the combined 
economy cycle makes a lot of sense. It’s smooth, 
refined and a willing performer. Tested in man¬ 
ual gearbox form, the package delivers effort¬ 
less cruising ability at motorways speeds - 
something company car drivers will enjoy - 
while the torquey engine requires few revs and 
even fewer gearchanges when you are driving 
around town. 

Another plus point is the Epica’s ride on 
poorly surfaced roads, thanks in part to its 
long wheelbase. 

The hushed cabin is another sign, if you 
needed it, that the car is more sophisticated 
than its asking price suggests. Factor in the 
Epica’s large boot and parallels with premium 
saloons costing many times more are sudden¬ 
ly no laughing matter. 

It’s not just the quiet cabin ambience that’s 
worthy of praise, as there’s plenty of space for 


a full compliment of adult passengers. Front 
seat occupants get the best deal, although 
those in the rear fair pretty well. Head and 
legroom is not in short supply, a sentiment 
that also describes the situation regarding 
equipment levels. 

European car makers still have some way to 
go in order to match the generosity of the 
emerging competition. Even in LS trim the 
Epica comes with the level of kit you’d expect 
to see on a more expensive car: air con, cruise 
control, electric windows and mirrors, twin 
front, side and curtain airbags, CD player plus 
aux socket for MP3 players, remote audio con¬ 
trols, front fog lamps and alloy wheels. 

Move up to the diesel - only in LT spec - and 
you gain climate control, leather upholstery 
plus heated front seats, rear parking sensors, 
trip computer, stability control, in-dash CD 
changer and powered driver’s seat. 

If it’s your own money and you’re seeking a 
spacious traditional saloon the Epica makes a

Our family is not alone in driving a car big¬ 
ger than our needs; I can talk up the virtues of 
this family hatchback or that supermini as 
much as I like, but the ‘boss’ gets sentimental 
about our RAV4 when I suggest downsizing. 

Yet so many smaller cars can now safely do 
the job of bigger brethren. 

Jaunty 

There are exceptions, of course, but the lat¬ 
est Renault Clio is not one of them. It has been 
Renault’s star car over several generations 
since bursting on the scene in 1990 with those 
memorable ‘Nicole’ ads and its jaunty ‘Johnny 
and Mary 5 theme. 

The current car is one of the UK’s top three 
sellers in the supermini sector - no mean feat 
considering that the previous generation car 
continues as the budget Clio Campus model 
and must inevitably cannabilise some volume 
for the current third generation car. 


But you can see why Renault does it; the old 
car still has its chic charm and takes the fight 
to Far East rivals on price, while the new car 
is that potential answer to owners of bigger 
cars looking to downsize. 

Our flagship trim Dynamique S model cer¬ 
tainly has the spec and internal style to make 


them feel at home, while the overall refinement 
and space of the Clio range is also tempting. 

Where they will be torn is on engine choice; 
there are no duds in the line-up, but 
Renault’s vastly improved diesels make a 
powerful argument if you do enough miles to 
claw back the purchase premium later 


through better economy plus cheaper fuel 
prices and road tax. 

The most powerful diesel, the 105bhp 
1.5dCi, was fitted to our car and really gives a 
big car feel in its response and high-speed 
refinement on the motorway yet should aver¬ 
age around 60mpg - ask yourself how close

you are to that with your current car. 

OK, the road tax busts through into the 
£120/year category, so you might want to check 
out the lower output 85bhp version of the 
same powerplant. This will cost you just 
£35/year in road tax and should boost you well 
over the 60mpg average mark. 

The Clio is also vastly improved in the han¬ 
dling stakes; I remember a driving a Mark 1 
diesel and hooting at its old French-style ‘door¬ 
handle cornering’ stance when pushed - not to 
mention the old generation diesel’s bag of nails 
impression under the bonnet. 

That’s all changed; the Mark III gives a good 
pliant ride but there is never any doubt about 
grip and direction on the winding stuff. 

Moving on to living with the car, the cabin 
looks and feels well-made though the quality 
of the door grab handles lets the side down - it 
is odd how manufacturers sometimes skimp in 
areas where owners are most likely to feel 
where comers have been cut, such as handles, 
steering wheels and switchgear. 

But this is a minor criticism of an interior 
that is airy and spacious and pleasant to be in. 
Rear head and legroom is excellent for this 



class of car and is not bought at the price of a 
poor boot. 

I was also pleased to see plenty of stowage 
space front and back though would-be down- 
sizers who are still unconvinced that a quality 
Clio will suit them, can also look at the estate

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Squad helps flush 
out the fraudsters 


KENT’S biggest financial, legal 
and accountancy firms could soon 
be linked into a new Serious Fraud 
Office (SFO) ‘early whistle-blow¬ 
ing’ initiative to spot con-tricks 
before they get out of hand. 

The London-based SFO has launched the 
initiative within the City as a first move but 
aims to spread the net wider in the New Year. 

It comes in the wake of a week of fraud scan¬ 
dals, the biggest involving the once highly 
respected New York financier Bernard Madoff 
whose wheeler-dealing has sent a massive bil¬ 
lion dollar backlash through European banks. 

An SFO spokesman said: “We have written 
to top City financial, legal and accountancy 
firms, but we will probably get round to lead¬ 
ing regional firms as well.” 

It has contacted senior and managing part¬ 
ners of the firms so that those employed in the

City’s financial services industry can blow the 
whistle on any bad practices. 

An online referral form allows individual 
workers, ex-employees, shareholders and any¬ 
one with information about suspected City 
fraud to contact the SFO - and information 
will be treated in the strictest confidence. 

American model 

The SFO is working closely with colleagues 
in the law enforcement agencies both in the 
UK and abroad, especially the US, and with 
governments and regulators. 

The spokesman said: “We are not putting 
pressure on firms, but trying to find out 
through their own intelligence networks what 
they may be concerned about.” 

He said the SFO was fully aware that some¬ 


times a firm may be a victim, but the aim was 
to start inquiries earlier rather than later, sav¬ 
ing time and money. 

People had already started to come through 
with information: “It’s very much on the 
American model. We ask firms to come to and 
talk to us and we would be pragmatic and sen¬ 
sible. I think it’s the way to go.” 

He said the SFO was also on the Madoff 
case. “It’s early days, but fortunately we have 
a very good relationship with our American 
counterparts.” The online special form is at 
www.sfo.gov.fik/cases/cityfraud/default.asp. 

Its website also contains detailed informa¬ 
tion about the criteria under which the SFO 
can accept a case - typically it does not inves¬ 
tigate or prosecute cases involving less than 
£1 million. 

Anyone who wishes to report a fraud which 
does not appear to meet the criteria of the SFO 
should contact local police or the regional 
fraud squad. 


Seeda loans can bridge the gap 


CHAMBER of Commerce members aiming to 
get loans in Thanet and east Kent have been 
given a whole list of possible routes. 

Chief executive David Foley has pinpointed 
bank and other financial services members 
who would be willing to help, such as 
Barclays, NatWest, Lloyds TSB and HSBC. 

In his latest newsletter, he says: “If you are 


still without a loan, the South East England 
Development Agency (Seeda) is about to 
make £3 million in transition loans available 
to help companies struggling to secure sup¬ 
port from the commercial banking sector. 

“Available through independent funding 
body Finance South East, the Bridging 
Mezzanine Debt Fund will offer firms unse¬ 


cured loans of up to £150,000 to bridge the 
gap between the amount the banks can offer 
businesses and the amount these companies 
need to survive and grow. 

“Successful businesses will not have to 
repay any capital or interest until the end of 
the loan period. For details, contact Seeda on 
01483 484200.”

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It may not be too late to claim a VAT refund 


CONSUMERS who bought expensive items in the shops in 
November may wish they had waited until the VAT cut took 
effect on December 1. 

But, according to business advisors Baker Tilly, it may not be 
too late to claim refunds in certain cases depending on when 
the ‘tax point’ for VAT purposes was created. 

The firm has given some examples of when a customer can 
go back to the retailer/supplier and ask for a refund: 

• A bed costing £1,000 was bought from a department store in 


November. The customer has paid in full for the item. 

But due to supply issues, the bed has not yet been delivered. 
In this case, although the bed has already been paid for, as the 
customer will not take delivery of the goods until after the VAT 
rate change they could return to the shop and ask for a refund. 
• A solicitor has been engaged to draft a will. He issued an 
invoice on November 25 showing the fee for the work with VAT 
at 17.5 per cent. The agreed date for completion of the work is 
December 4. In these circumstances, as the work has not been 


completed by the date of the VAT rate change, the client can 
ask the solicitor to issue a credit note and reissue an invoice 
showing VAT at 15 per cent. 

• A customer receives a telephone bill in November, which he 
pays by direct debit. After reviewing his bill he notices that he 
has paid in advance for line rental covering December and 
January. As the customer has paid for services he will not 
receive until after the date of the VAT rate change, he can write 
to the supplier and ask for a credit note and VAT refund.

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Poinsettia pioneers 
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POINSETTIAS - a Christmas 
favourite - are at the centre of 
pioneering work by East Mailing 
Research scientists aimed at cut¬ 
ting environmental costs. 

A project in the commercial environment 
at Staplehurst Nurseries has demonstrated 
it is possible to produce 
high quality poinsettias 
and also reduce the use of 
plant growth regulators 
(PGR) by 90 per cent. 

Grown in hundreds of 
thousands and sold in mas¬ 
sive quantities, poinsettias 
must meet strict supermar¬ 
ket criteria for the packag¬ 
ing, transportation and 
shelf-stacking of plants. 

Top of the list of demands is that they 
must be between 25cm and 32cm in height. 
As a result the growers have traditionally 
used PGRs with an average of 10 sprays per 
plant. 

The research team, led by Dr Mark Else, 
has successfully grown the plants by put¬ 
ting them into a state of mild shock by 
adopting a deficit irrigation system, which 
reduces the amount of water available. 

The roots sense the soil is mildly dry and 
send hormones to the shoots, which limit 
the amount of water lost by transpiration 
through the leaves and the growth of the 
individual plant stems. 

Dr Else said: “We have found we can

reduce the use of PGRs to just one spray while 
still producing a poinsettia that meets the 
standards of the buyers and has a higher shelf 
life.” 

The breakthrough could have major implica¬ 
tions for the UK’s plant growers as proposed 
EU legislation, which could ban the use of 85 
per cent of the pesticides used in Britain, could 
restrict the use of PGRs. Colin Gutteridge, 
chief executive of EMR, said: 
“Our irrigation water man¬ 
agement scientists are work¬ 
ing on other crops, such as 
strawberries and potatoes, 
recognising that with climate 
change we need to develop 
techniques that will main¬ 
tain, and possibly increase, 
the level of yield and quality 
of the food we produce.”

Better times 
ahead for 
rural sector. 

Pat Crawford reports. 

In these times of gloom and despon¬ 
dency, there is one area of business that 
is bucking the trend and showing signs 
of an ongoing revival. 

The rural sector embraces all the land-based 
industries such as agriculture and commer¬ 
cial horticulture (generally bracketed 
together under ‘farming’). In recent years 
the CAP (Common Agriculture Policy) and 
other EU generated legislation have result¬ 
ed in our farmers being paid in relation to 
countryside stewardship. Whilst no right- 
minded individual would argue that preser¬ 
vation of our countryside, conservation of 
wildlife and increase in biodiversity are fun¬ 
damentally important to human health and 
way of life, it is also essential we recognise 
the need to produce more of our own food. 
This must involve a reappraisal of the ways 
in which we use our land. 

Reappraisal is already underway. ‘Food’ is 
increasingly seen as the essential core use of

land and our farmers, who suffered some 
disastrously lean periods in recent years, are 
responding with vigour and foresight. In 
order to produce more food, we need more 
people on the land. Currently some sectors 
of farming such as commercial horticulture - 
which includes vegetable and fruit produc¬ 
tion - have a heavy reliance on seasonally 
available migrant labour. Present day legis¬ 
lation restricts the periods migrant workers 
can be employed and this is already result¬ 
ing in shortfalls, some of which are having 
serious consequences. At the same time, 
farming is going to need more graduate and 
other highly trained personnel in manage¬ 
ment, research and development, marketing 
and other specialist areas. 

Already there are signs that balances 
between demand and availability of highly 
trained and skilled labour are set to 
improve with Hadlow College recording a 
22% growth in the take up of places in its 
faculty of agriculture. 

When did farming - and the rural sector as 
a whole - last undergo revolutionary 
changes? The most significant have to be in 
relation to the Second World War when the 
British Isles were virtually in a siege situa¬ 
tion and it was our farmers who saved the 
day. The threats we face today are different 
- but none the less serious. Climate 
change... dramatic increases to our popula¬ 
tion....reducing fossil fuel resources...insta¬ 
bility in the price of oil. 


A little while ago Defra adopted the phrase 
‘farming matters’. We could add ‘never 
more than now’. We are fortunate in this 
country to have some of the best farmers in 
the world - and some of the best growing 
conditions on the planet. We must take full 
advantage of these benefits. Mark 
Lumsdon-Taylor, Hadlow’s director of 
finance and resources who is responsible for 
the college’s commercial arm that includes 
the development of agriculture, admits to 
being passionate about the part Kent can 
play. Commenting, he said ‘Kent is well 
placed to lead the rural revival. We have 
some truly outstanding farmers and no 
other county can compete with the wide 
diversity of farming we practise. We have 
the formula needed to regenerate the rural 
sector’.

Euro cross country

“The World Championships are in 
August next year and I would love to be 
a part of that. It would be a big step. 

“I have changed my coach and things 
are going well and my target is to be 
named in the team for Commonwealth 
Games in 2010.”

KIRK Shepherd will have to not 
only manage the expectations of the 
Alexandra Palace crowd this week, 
but his own ambitions as well as he 
aims to go one further and win the 
PDC World Championship.

“It’s been a bit up and down really, but I have 
been ticking along,” he said. “It wasn’t easy 
going professional but I was sensible with the 
money from last year and invested it.

Shepherd, who has climbed from 140 to 23 in 
the world rankings, starts his assault on this 
year’s PDC World Championships at the 
Alexandra Palace against Dutch left hander 
Jan van der Rassel.

A S WE close what has been 
a fantastic year for the 
England cricket team, I 
can’t help thinking how 
big a year 2009 will be for us and 
the women’s game in general. 

Not only have we got a World Cup, world 
Twenty20 and an Ashes battle to think 
about, there is also now a change to our 
domestic structure which means more crick¬ 
et for us next season and that is certainly 
something I am looking forward to. 

The announcement that the domestic LV 
County Championship has been extended 
to include more teams means we will be 
playing more games, which is brilliant 


news and has been long overdue. 

We will now be playing twice the number of 
championship games in 2009, which will 
make it a lot more competitive. The England 
team have been successful for a while now, 
but there was not perhaps enough emphasis 
on county cricket, so it is important that 
there is a strong domestic tournament which 
will give teams more to play for. 

At Kent, we were pipped to the title last time 
out but we feel that over the course of a much 
longer season, the best team will come out on 
top and we are confident we will reclaim our 
title which Sussex won last season. 

T here’s also a domestic Twenty20 tourna¬ 
ment which I think can help the women’s 
game progress and will be a real high- 
fight for all the players. 

The tournament is going to be great for 
women’s cricket because it will give some of the 
younger players more experience of playing the 
short form of the game, which they can then 
also take into the County Championship. 

With it being such an exciting and explosive 
game, it is an opportunity to get more people 
interested in watching domestic cricket and 
we have a chance to raise the profile of the 
game. It’s something I have been badgering 
the England and Wales Cricket Board about 


and I’m glad they have listened to the players. 

Since the cricket season finished I man¬ 
aged to have a short break but I started 
training again at the start of October and I 
can tell you that I feel the fittest I have ever 
been, and I hope that will stand me in good 
stead ahead of such a big year. 

W e have three massive series with the 
World Cup, the Ashes and the 
Twenty20 in the space of three or 
four months, and it’s hard to comprehend 
how important it is. 

We have a fantastic opportunity to show¬ 
case the women’s game on a global scale. It’s 
really hard, but I’m going take it one series at 
a time. We can’t think too far ahead. 

Some England players are already in Aus¬ 
tralia playing in their domestic league, which 
will help them and their games. I travel out 
with the rest of the squad in February and 
can’t wait. After such a successful season in 
which we won 15 games in a row, I didn’t 
want it to end and hope we can carry that 
momentum with us to Australia. 

As a result of our success, a lot of people 
have been saying we are one of the favourites 
for the World Cup, but I think they are a lit¬ 
tle wide of the mark. We are playing good 
cricket but the players feel that Australia are

the favourites. They have been the best team 
for the last 10 years and there’s no getting 
away from that.

Her chances of playing on the Ladies 
European Tour in 2009 now rest solely on her 
performance at Qualifying School next month. 

Masters told Kent on Sunday earlier this 
month how excited she was to be fit enough 
to compete in Dubai. 

However, her enthusiasm proved to be her 
downfall. Too much golf in the build-up to 
the tournament led to the problems with her 
back resurfacing during the second round. 

“There were quite a few tears when I had 
to retire,” she said. “It was a massive disap¬ 
pointment because I worked so hard and felt 
I had done everything I needed to do. 

“I had done so much in the eight weeks and 
been so dedicated that to only play 27 holes I 
was absolutely gutted. I felt sick with disap¬ 
pointment and like I had let myself down.” 

Tough 

After five months away from competitive 
golf, Masters needed a good finish at the 
Emirates Golf Club to stand a chance of fin¬ 
ishing in the top 80 players on the Tour’s 
Money List, who are exempt for the 2009 
season. The withdrawal left her 109th, less 
than £10,000 short of the cut-off mark. 

It leaves the Chart Hills member with an 
uncertain future after three promising years 
on the professional circuit. 

She has one chance to regain her card for 
next season, the notoriously tough Q-School. 
The 72-hole tournament at the luxury La 
Manga resort in southern Spain will act as 
the last-chance saloon for many hopefuls, 
with the top 30 given access to the potential 
riches on the Tour in 2009. 

The first hurdle is whether Masters’ 
back will stand up to four days of intense 
competition. 

She said: “It’s an unknown, my body’s 
always been able to cope with everything 
but all of a sudden it’s not right. I now know 
I shouldn’t do what I did before and play a 
lot of golf beforehand. The way I look at it is

I played four rounds pain free in Dubai and 
I can’t see why I couldn’t do that again.” 

Masters negotiated qualifying three 
years ago to win her card and is hoping 
the experience will stand her in good stead 
this time. 

If she did miss out, it would mean a year 
on the sidelines before trying her luck at 
Q-School in 12 months’ time, something she 
has been forced to contemplate. 


“I would be distraught if I failed, but you 
move on,” she said. “I’m really passionate 
about golf, but it’s not the be all and end all. 

“If something happened which meant I 
couldn’t carry on I would have to do some¬ 
thing else. 

“I wouldn’t just give up. With all the 
injuries this year it would be nice to give 
myself another chance next year if I didn’t 
make it this time.” 


European Open to return to county 


THE London Golf Club has set its sights on 
attracting more than 100,000 spectators to the 
European Open next year after the tourna¬ 
ment was again awarded to the Kent course. 

The four-day Open in July was the first time 
the club, near Ash, had hosted an event on the 
European Tour. Despite being hit by bad 
weather on the final day, about 61,000 people 
attended the tournament, which featured a 
top-class field including Sergio Garcia, Padraig 
Harrington and Ian Poulter. 

It was the first top-level men’s golf tournament 
to be held in Kent since Royal St George’s in 
Sandwich hosted The Open Championship in 
2003. 

The European Tour announced this week the 
Open would be returning to the club’s Heritage 
Course. Heath Harvey, general manager at the 
London Club, was delighted with the maiden 
tournament but is hoping for more in 2009. 

“On the whole most things exceeded our 
expectations,” he said. ‘We are just hellbent on 
growing the attendance to in excess of 100,000. 

“There’s no point in putting the tournament 


on unless you can make it as big as possible. 
Our ambition is to make this one of the biggest 
events in Kent next year.” 

Kent on Sunday revealed in July talks had 
already begun to bring the Open back to the 
club, but the announcement was delayed by 
problems finding a sponsor. 

The Tour bankrolled this year’s tournament to 
the tune of £3.7 million, but were not prepared to 
do so again. A sponsor is due to be unveiled soon, 
which allowed the Tour to announce their deci¬ 
sion to return to Kent next May. 

Despite the uncertainty, the club were confi¬ 
dent of retaining the tournament and within 
weeks of this year’s event, had begun a 
£100,000 groundworks programme. 

Several new tees have been installed to make 
the course tougher, while minor improvements 
will be made throughout the spring. 

Harvey said: Work has never stopped, we 
will continue to tweak the course to enhance it 
as a top-class tournament venue. None of that 
would have happened if we never thought it 
wasn’t coming back.”
